H err Most's Irial to-day, Morris Schultze, 
editor of the Frciheit, which has contained 
Most's tirades, was cross-examined by At­ 
torney Nicoll. 
“ Is it proposed to bring about a social 
revolution by force?” Nicoll queried. 
“ That depends entirely upon the be­ 
havior of the ruling classes.’ 
“ Then, if the ruling classes behave them ­ 
selves according to the ideas of the A narch­ 
ists. no force will be resorted to ?” 
“ Certainly not; it depends entirely upon 
the ruling classes—pressure evolves pres­ 
sure.” 
Schenck. a printer, who has served a 
nine-m onths’ term for an Anarchistic de­ 
monstration, was also cross-examined. 
“ W hat do you understand by the prin­ 
ciples of Anarchism ?” 
Answer—“ To rule the people without 
Kings or Princes, Presidents or Legisla 
tures; without social or legal contracts, 
without Courts of justice.” 


MORE OK TH E SAME SORT. 
Counsel for the defense in his opening 
address declared that it was not Most but 
free speech that was on trial. He declared, 
among other things, that he would prove 
that wuen one of Must's auditors wanted 
to begin the work of destruction at once, 
Most counseled patience. 
Adolph Scheuck, who was convicted 
w ith Most last year for taking part in an 
unlawful assemblage, was the first witness. 
Officer Sachs had testified that Shenck had 
presideiiatthe meeting and introduced Most. 
Schenck swore that he was on Staten Island 
on the night in question. 
H e admitted 
that he wus an Anarchist, and in favor 
of bringing about a revolution in society 
by force, 
if 
necessary. 
H e described 
anarchy as a condition of things wherein 
the people rule themselves in communities 
w ithout any State or general Government, 
w ithout courts and without law. Common 
sense should be the only rule of conduct. 
There should be no punishm ent for wrong­ 
doing. except a guilty person's own con­ 
science, which in time would set him right. 
Schullzer testified that Most had not 
recommended any assassinations or coun­ 
seled any violations of the law. 
Em il Kasse said that Most made no 
threats. 
Witness did not know whether 
the United States was a republic or a mon­ 
archy ; be had not studied our form of gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Adjourned till Monday.

named Gustave 
Friedle, an honest, hard-working fellow, 
whose aim in live was to secure enough 
money by bis labor to bring bis beloved 
wife and children to this country from their 
home in the fatherland. Friedle soon found 
work in an East End manufactery, and by 
hard labor and many privations to him seif 
he managed a few weeks ago to secure 
money enough to pay the passage to this 
country of his loved ones. 
He bought the 
tickets from a ticket-broker in this city, 
spending his last cent in the pasteboards, 
and with a joyful heart he wrote a long and 
happy letter to his wife, inclosing the 
tickets. 
Last Saturday morning Mrs. Frielde and 
her family of five children bade adieu to 
their tearful relations and friends, and 
boarded the Netberland Line steamer W . 
A. Scholten. A few hours later the vessel 
steamed out of the harbor and commenced 
its voyage across 
the A tlantic ocean. 
On 
Sunday 
night 
it 
met 
with 
a 
terrible disaster. 
W hile passing through 
the English Channel in a fog the vessel 
collided with the screw steamer Rose­ 
mary, and 
in 
a 
few moments the 
Scholten sank to the bottom of the Chan­ 
nel, carrying with it 132 of the passengers. 
The news was published in the city papers 
on Monday morning, but it was late in the 
afternoon before the terrible intelligence 
reached the ears of Gustave Friedle. He 
was terribly stunned at first, but he soon 
recovered his senses and hastened to the 
office of the agents ot the Netberland line 
in this city. Here a full list of the saved 
had been received, blit not one of the un­ 
fortunate German’s 
family was named. 
Freidle begged the agent tim e and again to 
look over the list once more, and when his 
worst fears were at once realized he almost 
fainted. 
A friend who had accompanied him led 
him home, and fruitless attempts were 
made to comfort him. 
He was wild with 
grief, and since he received the news of the 
fate of his family he has done nothing but 
walk up and down his room, wringing his 
hands and crying out for his wife and 
children. A later cablegram to the office 
of the steamship company confirms the re­ 
port of the drowning of the entire family. 
The latest reports are that poor Freidle has 
gone completely insane.

FISH SWIMMING IN OIL. 


A S tra n g e D isco v ery on a P ra irie F a rm 
in M in n e so ta. 
A dispatch from the town of Albert Lea, 
Minn., says: A few weeks ago this commu­ 
nity was excited over the discovery of nat­ 
ural gas upon the farm of A. (j. Hazard, a 
few miles from this city. 
Yesterday an­ 
other discovery was made in tlie same 
neighborhood which is more wonderful if 
not more important. The first intim ation 
of gaseous deposits was the oil th at covered 
a small stream flowing through Mr. Haz­ 
ard’s farm. 
The same phenomenon had 
been visible for a number of years. 
Yes­ 
terday morning while two men in the em­ 
ploy of Mr. Hazard were digging at the 
base of a small hill whence this stream 
flowed, they noticed a sudden increase in 
the oily deposit. 
They dug into what 
seemed to be a natural basin in a cleft 
lormed by two large rocks. 
The excava­ 
tion made was rapidly filled with a thin, 
yellowish oil, and after the hole had been 
cleared of debris it filled quite rapidly with 
oil, which spouted in thin jets from the 
sides of the basin. 
A blast was necessary 
for further developments. 
This made an 
opening two feet wide in the side of the 
basin, showing a large cavernous hole, 
from which proceeded a strong smell of oil. 
It was some time before the men dared to 
enter, being afraid of an explosion, but a 
safety lam p was procured from an old coal 
miner, who also volunteered to explore.. 
H e wa« gone but a few moments when h e ; 
returned and called for a pail. 
This was 
furnished, and lie re-entered the cavern. 
When he came out he had the pail full of 
the thin, yellowish oil, which, free from 
dirt, was clear and translucid. 
But a 
greater surprise was at hand. 
There ap­ 
peared to be something living in the oil. 
Closer examination showed that there 
were at least fifty small fish swimming 
about in the oil, as lively and unconcerned, 
apparently, as a speckled trout in his na­ 
tive stream. 
The fish averaged from an 
inch to two inches long. 
They were of a 
bright yellow color, and w ithout scales. 
They resembled the fish of the river in 
Mammoth Cave in that they had no eyes. 
In all other respects, save those mentioned, 
they were like the common minnow. Sev­ 
eral pounds of this wonderful variety of 
the tinny tribe were taken out. 
An old 
Frenchman, who was once engaged in the 
sardine fisheries off the coast of France, 
prepared some of the fish for the table, and 
declared them to be equal to the liest sar­ 
dines. 
Several scientific gentlemen are 
now analyzing and experim enting with 
the oil, with a view of ascertaining its 
value.

It was a small square building, painted 
white, and like all Friends’ “ meeting­ 
houses” there was upon it no spire or cu­ 
pola, for they deem it sacrilegious to dis­ 
turb the calm of their peaceful “ First 
Day” with clangor of brazen hell. One au­ 
tumn “ Fifth Day,” from far and near came 
the great old-fashioned carriages, bringing 
staid old gentlemen wearing their drab 
costumes, of which the broad-brimmed hats 
and queer coats were distinctive features ; 
old ladies with placid faces peeping out 
from beneath quaint drab bonnets, wearing 
plainly-made dresses of the same somber 
hue, with nothing save white handker­

The N orthern and Southern 
armies 
which fought each other during the civil 
war were noted for the hundreds of pious 
men who served as privates and as officers.

N e w M o p e o f W a s h in g .— The ill 
effects of soda on linen have given rise to 
a new method of washing, which has been 
extensively adopted in Germany and in­ 
troduced into Belgium. 
The operation 
consists in dissolving two pounds of soap 
in about three gallons of water as hot as 
the hand can bear, and adding to this one 
tablespoonful of turj>entine, and three of 
ammonia. The m ixture must then be well 
stirred, and the linen steeped in it for two 
or three hours, taking care to cover up the 
vessel containing them as nearly heremeti- 
callv as possible. 
The clothes are after­ 
ward washed out and rinsed in the usual 
way. The soap and water may he reheated 
and used a second time, hut in that ease 
half a tablespoonful of turpentine and a 
tablespoonful of ammonia must be added. 
Tiie process is said to cause a great econ­ 
omy of time, labor and fuel. 
The linen 
scarcely suffers at all, as there is little ne­ 
cessity for rubbing, and its cleanliness and 
color are perfect. The ammonia and turpen­ 
tine, although their detersive action is 
great,have no injurious effect upon the linen, 
and while the former evaporates immedi­ 
ately, the smell of the latter is said to dis­ 
appear entirely during the drying of the 
clot hes.—Exchange.

As to the liquor question, there is no 
doubt that many men out here ruin their 
health by excessive drinking; but I think 
that many other, chiefly missionaries, ruin 
their by a mistaken and exaggerated ab­ 
stinence. 
Stanley recommends two or 
three ounces of good wine every evening 
after sunset, and I find th at most men who 
have passed any time on the Congo agree 
w ith him. Every one becomes more or less 
antemio after a short residence in this 
climate; and a man who feels himself get­ 
ting uncomfortably weak, with a strong 
desire for stimulants, may injure himself 
by frequent use of them—and, as a m atter 
of fact, many do so on the lower river, 
where liquor is plentiful. A teetotaler, on 
the other hand, will most likely he pros­ 
trated by sickness, when the timely use of 
a little wine would have kept up his 
strength. 
As a friend of mine, who has 
pas-ed some years out here puts it, “A 
cocktail every night before dinner, if it 
does not save you altogether from amemia, 
will enable you to get through your term 
of three years, and leave you in good health 
at the end; hut if you take to drinking, in 
any quantity, at any hour of the day, vou 
will soon have to clear out of the couritrv 
if you wish to keep alive.” 
The effect of 
brandy drunk under a hot sun is to cause 
a burning pain in the region of the liver; 
and I have seen men who have spent two 
years out here choking and gasping for 
breath after less than half a wineglassful 
of neat brandy taken in the middle of the 
day.— Blackwoods Magazine. 


A W onderful Ec h o—There Is, near 
Boston, in th at part of Newton known as 
the Upper Falls, a most remarkable and 
magnificent structure justly called “ Echo 
Bridge.” 
People from a distance visit it 
as one nf the wonders of New England. 
The b rille Ls about ó90 feet long, and has 
seven *vhes. 
Six of these have spans of 
thirty-seven feet each, hut the seventh is 
130 feet, (Jje second in size on this conti­ 
nent, and one of the largest stone arches 
in the world. 
But the most wonderful 
featureof this structure is the “echo,” from 
which it derives its name. 
An ordinary 
shout will be repeated from fifteen to 
twenty time», and it Ls said that a pistol- 
shot will create upward of twentv-five 
echoes.

HENRY EDGERT0N. 


M e m o ria l a u d R e so lu tio n . P re p a re d by 
th e K i r A sso ciatio n . 
The San Francisco Bar Association has, 
through its committee appointed for that 
purpose, prepared the following testimonial 
aud resolutions relating to the late Henry 
Edgerton : 
To the Members o f the Bar : Your commit­ 
tee appointed to take some action in re­ 
spect to the death of the Honorable Henry 
Edgerton, bave concluded that the most fit­ 
ting and proper notice that could be taken 
of his death would be to prepare a brief bi­ 
ographical rketch of his life. W e beg to 
subm it the following: 
Henry Edgerton wus born at Windsor, 
Vt., in the year 1830. About the year 1840 
his father’s family removed to Rutland, 
Vt., where his father is now living at the 
age of eighty-six. Edgerton came of good 
stock. There were lawyers on both sides 
of his family. His lather was prominent 
in this State in his profession, and contin­ 
ued in it actively until 1875. His mother 
was Susan Curtis, the daughter of General 
Curtis. George and Edward Curtis, her 
brothers, were prom inent lawyers in the 
city of New York. They were intim ate 
friends of Webster, and many of their let­ 
ters are contained in the published corre­ 
spondence of Webster. 
Edgerton was not a graduate of any col­ 
lege, but he was an educated man. Iu boy­ 
hood he attended the village schools, and 
later was sent to Casileton and Burr Semi­ 
naries. After leaving school he entered hi3 
father's office and began the study of the 
law. 
In 1$51 or 1852 he was admitted to 
the bar. 
He then opened an office in Rut­ 
land and commenced practice, in which he 
continued until the autum n of 1853, when 
he joined Robert Peerrpont and others and 
came to California. 
Upon his arrival lie located in Napa. He 
won his way at once to the front rank of 
the profession, and for many years was 
identified with all the im portant litigation 
iu Napa and adjoining counties, which in 
those days was not inconsiderable. 
In 1850 he was elected District Attorney 
of Napa county. In 1859 he was elected a 
State Senator for the district comprising 
Napa, Solano and Yolo counties. 
The 
canvass lie made was powerful, brilliant 
and successful. This was the first time 
that public attention was attracted to him. 
Later, during the session of the Legislature 
ot 1800 and 1861, he again came into pub­ 
lic notice by the introduction of the so- 
called “ Union resolutions,” in the dis­ 
cussion ot which he distinguished himself 
as a debater and an orator. 
Among other im portant matters in which 
Edgerton was a conspicuous figure, and 
which have become a part of the history of 
the State, were his introduction of the res­ 
olutions in the Legislature of 1860 61, to 
expunge from the journals the resolutions 
of the Legislature censuring Broderick and 
demanding his resignation, and the power- 
erful and brilliant speech he made on that 
occasion. 
His prosecution of Judge James H . Hardy 
on his impeachment trial before the State 
Senate, in 1862. 
The canvass he made when he was a can 
didate for Congress in 1863. 
H is service in the State Senate for three 
consecutive sessions, closing with that of 
1877-78, when he represented Sacramento 
county. 
His election as a Presidential Elector, in 
1860 and again in 1884, aud his services as 
a member of the Constitutional Convention 
of 1879. 
It was during the discussion of the rail­ 
road question in this Convention and at 
the close of his speech on corporations, 
which occupied an afternoon, that iu reply 
to an attack upon the leaders of the con­ 
servatives, in which they had been de 
uounced as “ corporation 
lawyers,” he 
spoke as follows in defense of the profes­ 
sion : 
“ Sir, it was the skill and wisdom of law­ 
yers that laid the foundation and reared 
the superstructure of that benign Govern­ 
m ent under which we sit in this hall, it 
was an immortal company of lawyers 
whose statesmanship, supported bv the 
deathless valor of its heroic armies, kept 
the Government firm ou its foundation in 
the most tremendous shock of war the uni­ 
verse has ever felt. It was a lawyer who, 
at the call of his country, in the hour of 
its direst peril, left the walks of his pro­ 
fession and became the greatest organizer 
of war the world has ever seen. But, sir, I 
need not stand here and call the roll of its 
heroes. 
In the Senate, upon the Bench, 
at the Bar, in the camp, in the stricken 
line ot battle, always and everywhere, 
when civilization an d ' the rights of m an­ 
kind have been assailed, that profession has 
been in the vanguard of their defenders. 
The bones of its martyrs are at the base of 
every great monument which marks the 
progress of the race, and there is not a le­ 
gal security or a constitutional guarantee 
of liberty or labor that is not illustrated by 
their genius or consecrated and cemented 
by their blood.” 
Probably no man in the history of this 
State, from 1859 down to a comparatively 
recent date, has been so intim ately identi­ 
fied with politics as a campaign speaker as 
was Edgerton. 
His eloquent voice has 
been heard iu almost every city, town and 
ham let from one end of the State to the 
other, in almost every national and State 
canvass for twenty-five years past. 
He was a man of very extensive literary 
attainments, as is clearly indicated in all of 
his public speeches, which are clothed in 
pure diction and abound in figures of 
speech. He was not a ready debater. All 
of his speeches, whether made on the plat­ 
form, in the Senate Chamber or at the Bar, 
were the result of great labor and the most 
careful and elaborate preparation. 
He was 
a pleasing and popular speaker, fond of 
the art, happy in expression, and was cf 
commanding countenance and voice. 
Nature was most bountiful in her gifts 
to him, a fine physical frame, high fore­ 
head, large head, firmly-cut mouth and 
features handsome in their strength, and 
on amiable, affectionate and kind disposi­ 
tion. 
In his social relations he was genial. 
His amiability was proverbial. H is ur­ 
banity and gentleness of deportment never 
deserted him . H is personal qualities im ­ 
parted a charm and pleasure to those in in­ 
tercourse with him . He loved the society 
of young men, to talk with them, and en­ 
courage them in their plans and studies. 
There are a num ber among us who have 
been called from his office to the Bar. and 
will not forget the debt of gratitude due 
him. 
Edgerton was a genius, an orator and a 
lawyer, but he had an overmastering poli­ 
tical ambition, which was not gratified to 
any great measure, but which was really a 
an obstacle to his success at the Bar. The 
uoors of the United States Senate and of 
the House of Representatives more than 
once seemed about to open to him, but 
they never did open ; he was always driven 
away by a strange and vexed fate. 
Beiug of a sensitive nature, the failure to 
gratify his ambition had much to do in 
shaping his course of life in his latter days. 
Edgerton had his fanlts. 
W hat mortal 
has not? He was conscious of them, and 
repented in sack-cloth and ashes. H e was 
his own worst enemy. 
His death was un­ 
timely. 
In the bereaved family circle from which 
he has been taken the vacancy must remain 
and the loss be irreparable. 
W hile we 
may not invade the sacred precincts of 
their sorrow or hope to lighten their afflic­ 
tion, it may be a mournful satisfaction to 
them to reflect that we, his brothers, have 
met to render a tribute to his memory. 
We offer the following resolutions :" 
Resolved, T hat wc deeply m ourn the death of 
our brother, the Hon. Henry Edgerton, and that 
we hereby tender our sincere sym pathy to his 
venerable lather, to bis widow and to his rela­ 
tives lor their great affliction. 
That in token of our deep regret for his death, 
a committee be appointed to present this m em or­ 
ial and these resolutions to the Supreme Court 
the United States Circuit Court and Departm ent 
Number Nine of the Superior Court of the city 
and couuty of San Francisco, with a request 
th at they be spread upon the records of each 
Court. 
Resolved, further. T hat a copy of this m em orial 
and resolutions be transm itted to h is relatives.

S a n F r a n c is c o , November 25th,—The 
State Horticultural Society met this after­ 
noon. Ex-Governor Stoneman, of San Ga­ 
briel, was unanim ously elected to member­ 
ship, also Mrs. J. M. Dyer and H. E. 
Moore, of San Francisco, and M. J. Rogers, 
of Los Gatos. 
Secretary Wickson reported that $150 re­ 
mained iu the treasury. The receipts for 
the year were $222 50. 
The subject for the day’s discussion was 
California SeedliDg Fruits, and Secretary 
Wickson read a long essay ou the topic, 
embracing a large num ber ol’ inquiries 
which lie had received relative to the 
identification of certain fruits. 
A s he read 
from these inquiries the m atter was taken 
up and the characteristics and identification 
of the various fruits decided upon. 
It was agreed to hereafter call the apple 
known both as “ Skinner’s Seedling ” and 
the “ Santa Clara County K ing” by the 
former name. The peach called “ Cook’s 
Seedling,” and also “ Sonoma Seedling,” 
will hereafter be called “ Cook’s Seedling.” 
It was agreed to designate the apple known 
both as “ Marshall's Seedling ” and “ Red 
Bellflower ” as the “ Marshall Red.” 
It was proposed to designate this apple 
as “ Marshall’s Seedling,” but Mr. Coates 
and Mr. Wickson both protested against 
tacking the word seedling after names. Mr. 
Wickson urged that this practice was con­ 
demned by the American Fouiological So­ 
ciety. 
Mr. Coates praised the practice of 
Mr. Hatch, which is to find original and 
characteristic names for new varieties. 
The merits of the Muir and Lovell 
peaches were discussed, The Lovell is a 
richer fruit and later, but the Muir is a 
better fruit for drying. 
Congress at its last session passed a law 
establishing 
Agricultural 
Experimenta! 
Stations in different States, but it neglected 
to make appropriations for carrying out the 
provisions of that law, and the Society 
passed a resolution requesting our delega­ 
tion in Congress to labor for the granting of 
the necessary appropriations.

o’clock to-day Charles Goslaw was hanged 
in the county jail-yard for the murder of 
H. A. Grant, his ex-partner, at Los Gatos, 
on January 19th last. Grant died two days 
after the injuries inflicted by Goslaw. Gos­ 
law surrendered himself ou a charge of 
battery the night that the trouble occurred. 
He was tried and found guilty in March 
last, and sentenced to death. 
An appeal 
for a new trial was denied by the Supreme 
Court, aud all efforts to bave his sentence 
commuted were unavailing. 
Goslaw’ parted from his wife and two 
children on Wednesday last. During the 
past week he embraced the < ’atholic laith. 
This morning, before leaving his cell, pray­ 
ers were said, and he was absolved by Rev. 
Father Ricardo, who was accomnanied by 
Rev. Father Colzi. 


ON TH E SCAFFOLD. 
At 11:40 a . m . the condemned man, to­ 
gether with the priests, Shénff, Deputy 
Sheriff and reporters, took up the march 
to the scaffold. H e gave no evidence of 
fear, and mounted the steps firmly. On 
the platform he took his position on the 
trap and repeated a prayer after Father 
Ricardo, who stood in front of him . As 
he finished the prayer, the condemned 
man said good-by to his friends, 
and 
addded: 
“ I hope to meet you in heaven. Tell 
the home folks how I died.” These were 
his last words. 
The Sheriff and his deputies were very 
nervous in adjusting the rope, and Goslaw 
was still expecting to talk when the black 
cap was pulled down over his head. A 
m om ent later the thread holding the trap- 
spring was cut, and Goslaw tell through at 
11:45. The fall was six feet nine inches. 
His neck was broken. 
At the end of fourteen and a half m in­ 
utes he was announced dead. No effort 
was made to revive him , as was expected. 
His remains were given to his friends and 
will be buried at Santa Clara to-morrow. 
About 150 persons witnessed the execution.

I t is an unquestionable fact th a t th e 
cuisine is a fair criterion of th e civ il­ 
ization of any nation, and th a t of M exico 
is as unique as th e dress and m anners of 
h e r jieoplc. 
T he clim ate, no doubt, as 
well as the M oorish architecture o f th e 
houses, has m uch to do about it. 
In th is 
h o t country, and m these windowless 
kitchens, steady fires are out o f th e ques­ 
tion, did r.ot the scarcity and h ig h price of 
fuel prevent w here trees do not abound 
nor coal-miners exist. 
W hen gnarled and 
crooked sticks are bought by w eight— at 
tiie rate of a cent and a h alf per pound— 
and coal, brought from a great distance, is 
$10 to $20 per ton, n atu rally economy in 
fuel is a prim e consideration. 
A typical M exican kitchen has n either 
stove, table, ch air nor cupboard— th e clean- 
swept clay floor, an adobe shelf against the 
wall and a few hooks and pegs answering 
every purpose. 
In th e houses of the rich 
AX ADOBi: RANGE 
is b u ilt into th e wall, which is really a 
long, narrow box, m ade of sun-baked clay 
and partitioned off into little com part­ 
m ents, w itbin eacli of w hich a handful of 
charcoal may he consumed. 
T he m iddle classes use a big d a y jar or 
pot in lieu of a range, in which charcoal is 
also burned; w hile the poor have “a ll out 
doors” for a kitchen, and build th eir tiny 
tire of sticks w herever it is most convenient. 
T he cooking utensils are seldom of iron, 
because here th a t m etal is very scarce and 
dear: hut earth ern ¡>ots are alm ost u n i­ 
versally used instead of the kettles and 
frying-pans to w hich N orthern housekeep­ 
ers are accustomed. 
It seems incredible 
th a t a dinner of several courses can be p re­ 
pared over a charcoal pot not m uch larger 
than a peck m easure, th e various edibles 
all cooked in sm aller pots set w ithin it. 
Ix>t us observe some of th e dishes. 
P er­ 
haps th e most im portant p art of th e m enu 
is th e tortilla, or oatm eal pancake, the 
M exican “ stafi of life ” and staple article 
of food. 
I t is m ade of common field corn, 
soaked in lim e-w ater, and then crushed 
into paste on a stone m etate w ith a stone 
roller. 
T he women of th e household go 
through th e entire laborious process as 
many tim es every day as there are meals 
to be eaten, kneeling upon th e floor behind 
the low m etate. 
T he paste is then m ixed 
w ith a little w ater, w ith no salt or soda, 
and small masses of it are flattened into 
cakes, m uch like English sconcs or Y ankee 
buckw heats, spatted into shape between 
the hands, and baked im m ediately upon a 
flat stone, or piece of iron or tin, over the 
tire. 
T hroughout all 
M exico tortillas 
have been in use from th e earliest times, 
w ith no change in th e m anner of m aking 
them , except th a t for th e noble Aztecs in 
M ontezum a’s tim e the leaves of various 
m edicinal plants were kneaded in w ith the 
dough. 
THEN THERE IS PUCHARO, 
Or th e boiled conglom eration th a t alw ays 
follows th? soup, consisting of m utton, lieef, 
bacon, fowls, sausage, garbanzos (a large 
w hite bean), sm all gourds, squash, greens, 
pears, apples, and every o th er seed, root 
and vegetable known to man, all ixiiled to­ 
gether, a piece of each piled ttixin your 
plate, and a sauce of herbs, tom atoes and 
red-hot chili poured over it. 
A t every 
M exican dinner, 365 days in the year, the 
th ird course is invariably pnehiiro, after 
caldo (broth), and th e stew of rice, verm i­ 
celli or m acaroni, m ixed w ith tomatoes, 
cheese or sour m ilk. 
• 
T here is mole, w hich m eans any kind of 
fish, flesh or fowl, w ith a sauce of roasted 
ehili-riepjiers, w hich tu rn s the whole th in g 
to a deep, dark real, and is fiery enough to 
draw tears from the eyes of a graven im ­ 


age; 
. 
T here is th e tam ale, innocent enough in 
its looks to tem pt a baby, hut so hot with 
chili w ithin th a t one’s th ro at needs to he 
triple-plated w ith tin . 
I t is m ade o f red 
peppers, tom atoes and onions, w ith chopped 
meat, rolled up in to rtilla dough and put 
inside a corn husk. 
They are th en boiled, 
or steam ed in 
the husk, which flavors 
them through and through—and really 
they are not bad, when one's “ inner m an ” 
becomes hardened to th e chili. 
A nother delicacy is known as enchilarles 
— made of to rtilla dough rolled over an 
unguessablc 
conundrum 
o f 
chopped 
chicken, red peppers, green tomatoes, g ar­ 
lic, raisins and heaven knows w hat. These 
are also incloses! in corn husks and ixiiled, 
and arc very good eating if one is not too 
p articular as to th e com ponent parts of 
the conundrum and the d irt it m av inci­ 
dentally contain. 
T here are also boiled nopals, or fruit of 
th e “ prickly p e a r’’ species o f c ac ti; ba­ 
nanas fried in lard, goats’-m ilk cheese to 
bo eaten w ith honey; and last, but by no 
means least. 


th e ir table literally groaned under its 
burden of national delicacies; yet I grew 
th in and thinner, and actually retired 
every night so dow nright hungry th a t I 
could have wept, if 
tears would have 
brought some good fairy w ith a slice of 
Y ankee bread and butter ! 
.1 list fancy it 
— four m onths w ithout butter, tea, steak, 
potatoes, ¡)ie, cake, in short w ithout any­ 
th in g to which one had been accustomed, 
vet compelled to suffer the tortures of 
T an talu s by being seated four tim es a day, 
an hour at a stretch, lieside tables loaded 
w ith dishes one turned from in disgu.it. 
Suspecting th e cause of my rapid loss of 
flesh, a sym pathetic G erm an friend, who 
resided near th e horder, sent me a huge 
round loaf of jelly cake, large as a m ilk- 
pan and delicious enough to gladden the 
eves of any home-sick Y ankee. 
It a r­ 
rived in the forenoon, and of course I car­ 
ried it. uncut, to my hostess, w ith a re­ 
quest to put it upon the table. 
B ut w hat 
was my surprise on being called to dinner 
to find th a t the usual m enu had been set 
aside in m y honor and th e festive hoard 
bore not a single article except th e big 
cake, cu t in enormous slices! 
W ell, we 
ate and ate of it— there being nothing else 
to eat— and an hour or two late r there 
were three sick children ; w hereupon the 
lady of the house, w ith h er hand upon 
h er diaphragm , rem arked th a t she th o u g h t 
the 
“ AMERICAN PAX DULCE” 
(Sweetened bread) not so wholesome as 
M exican food ! 
in this fam ily it was the 
custom at dinner to put ripe grapes into 
th e soup, or to slice peaches into it, or any 
o th er fresh fruit th a t happened to be on 
hand ; and every one of them poured mo­ 
lasses or curdled iui!k over th e frijoles 
w hich had been fried in grease and m ixed 
w ith onions and cheese. 
W ith 
them a 
favorite delicacy was young kid, especially 
th e brains and head. ’ W henever cubem tie 
cabrita (kids’ head) w asadinner-disli there 
was great rejoicing among the youngsters 
and an expression of deep seated satisfac­ 
tion upon the faces of th e elders. 
T he lit­ 
tle w hite face of th e ndn ita, w ith its half­ 
sh u t eyes, looked exactly like th at of a 
dead baby. 
T he m istress of th e manse 
would arise and th ru st her knife ju st back 
of th e forehead, scooping out th e brains 
and spreading them upon h o t tortillas for 
th e clam orous children. 
Perhaps you can 
fancy the (-fleet upon m y appetite, as the 
little one devoured th cmorceati like greedy 
young cannibals, th e brains oozing from 
th e warm tortillas and stream ing down the 
corners of th e ir m ouths ! 
O ne day th e lady of th e house, who, by 
th e way, was a lovely woman, a devout 
C hristian, a tender m other and devoted to 
h er husband and 
hom e, accomplished, 
w ithal, for a M exican woman, cam e to my 
room w ith th e astonishing inform ation 
th a t she was going into th e kitchen to 
m ake some dulce in honor of h er eldest 
son’s “saint’s day,” and w ouldn't 1 come 
out in course of an hour and witness her 
in the act? 
C ertainly I would, and gladly 
too, for w hen a M exican lady condescends 
to put h er dainty feet and unaccustomed 
hands into the servants’ dom ain, it is an 
household event by no means to he over­ 
looked. 
So I wrote a dozen pages to give her 
tim e to get well under way, and then re­ 
paired to th e kitchen— which was situated 
on the other side of th e great casa, beyond 
th e sunny court-yard w ith its flowers and 
fountains, its banana and orange trees, at 
least an eig h th of a m ile from m y a p a rt­ 
m ent, though inclosed w ithin th e same 
adobe wall 
T h e r she sat, 


FEAT UPON THE FLOOR 
In th e m iddle of th e kitchen (there be­ 
ing, as usual, no chairs), h er round arm s 
hared above th e elbows, and her pudgy 
little hands im m ersed in some sticky com­ 
pound ; w hile no less than five servants 
ran h ith e r and th ith e r to do h er bidding, 
bringing a little m ore sugar, flour or water, 
stirrin g the coals in the brasier beside her, 
greasing tin s upon w hich to drop the dulce 
when cooked, etc. 
H e r beautiful dark 
eyes glowed w ith the excitem ent of the 
occasion, and h e r husband and brother-in- 
law— both m en of m iddle age, one a cele­ 
brated physician, th e o th er a dignified 
Ju d g e—stood w atehiug her w ith adm iring 
pride depicted upon every line o f th eir 
sw arthy countenances. 
P resently the chil- 
ddren joined the group, several neighbors 
dropped in to add th eir plaudits, and even 
the innum erable dom estic pets— dogs, cats, 
pigs and parrots— seemed to feel th at 
som ething rem arkable was in progress and 
shared th e general excitem ent. 
T he d u k e turned out to he a sort of 
candy, m ade of w hite sugar and flour, re­ 
sem bling caram els when iinished—a feeble 
im itation of those which m ay be bought

T ra v e l in 1817 V ersu s 188U. 
A m agazine published in P h ilad elp h ia 
in 1818 gave the follow ing as an item of 
news: 
“ In the course of th e tw elve m onths of 
1817, 12,000 wagons passed th e A lleghanv 
M ountains from P h ilad elp h ia and B altt- 
more,each w ith from four to six horses, carry 
¡ng from thirty-five to forty hundred-w eight. 
T he cost of carriage was alxiut $7 per hun­ 
dred w eight, in some cases as high as $10 
to P hiladelphia. 
T he aggregate sum paid 
for_ th e conveyance of goods exceeded 
$1,500,000. 
1 o move a ton of freight 
between P ittsb u rg and P hiladelphia there­ 
fore cost not less th a t $110 and took prob­ 
ab ly two weeks’ tim e. 
In 1886 th e average am ount received by 
th e Pennsylvania Railroad for the carriage 
o f freight was J cent p er ton per m ile. 
T he distance from P hiladelphia to P itts­ 
burg is 385 miles, so th a t th e ton w hirl 
cost $140 in 1817 was carried in 1886 for 
$2 87. 
A t th e form er tim e the w orking­ 
men in P h ilad elp h ia had to pay $14 fur 
m oving a barrel of flour from P itts bur; 
against 28 cts. now. 
T he Pittsburg con­ 
sum er paid $7 freight upon everv 100 lbs. 
of dry goods brought from P hiladelphia, 
w hich 100 His. is now hauled in two days at 
cost o f 14 cts.

BAND 
TREATMENT 


FOR THEIR ERADICATION. 


R e c o r d s o f T e s ts M a d e a t t h e A g r i­ 
c u lt u r a l E x p e r im e n t S ta tio n a n d 
R e s u lts T h e re fro m . 


The follow ing bulletin (No. 75) has just 
been issued by Professor E . J . W ixon from 
the State U niversity, show ing results o f ex ­ 
perim ents m ade theie during the past sea­ 
son for the eradication of the codlin m oth : 
D uring the sum m er of 1887 careful ob­ 
servations have been m ade of the elticacy 
of spraying w ith arsenical com pounds and 
of the hand treatm ent for the reduction of 
th e codlin m oth, Carpocapsa pomondla. 
T his insect appeared in the U niversity or­ 
chard a few yeurs ago, and d uring last year 
was quite abundant. 
T he success reported 
by Professor S. A. Forbes, State E ntom olo­ 
gist of Illinois, in spraying w ith Paris 
green for th e destruction of the larva? as 
soon as it begins to feed in the calyx of the 
apple, and sim ilarly good results reported 
hv several California applegrow ers, sug­ 
gested th at a set of experim ents w ith arse­ 
nic and its com pounds should be m ade in 
the U niversity orchard, w here m ore tim e 
could he given to an accurate account o f re­ 
su b s than a busy fruit-grow er could devote 
to such w ork. 
As it was know n th at W . 
G. Klee, State Inspector o f F ru it Pests, was 
conducting sim ilar experim ents on his own 
farm and was keeping accounts of experi­ 
m ents by others, it was thought best th at 
the F niversiiy experim ent should he given 
a direction sim ilar to bis, th at the resuh- 
of all experim ents could finally ba brought 
together and serve for purposes of a wide 
generalization. 
F o r this purpose M r. K lee 
was invited to prescribe the applications to 
be made. 
H e did so. and as.-.isted person­ 
ally in the preparation and application of 
the poisons—a service for w hich we m ake 
due acknow ledgm ent. 
A pplication was m ade of three sub­ 
stances. w hite arsenic, 
Paris green and 
London purple, and each 
in 
different 
strengths, as will be specified in the tables 
w hich will be given below. T he w hite 
arsenic was dissolved in hot w ater; the 
Paris green an d London purple were kepi 
as thoroughly stirred as possible w hile be­ 
ing draw n up by the pum p. 
T he drench­ 
ing of the trees was q uite complete, the 
spray being especially directed upon the 
clusters of fruit which in m ost cases were 
still upright, so that the drops of the liquid 
were caught and held in the calyx end. 
T here was, of course, m uch diflerence in 
the size of the fruit, as the orchard com ­ 
prises a large collection of sum m er, fall and 
w inter fruits. 
Trees were selected, how ­ 
ever, as carefully as possible, w hich had 
the fruit of the best stage of grow th, say 
from the size of a p e a to that of a srnail 
m arble, at the tim e of the first spraying. 
The tables will show that in m ost cases 
three applications were given, all w ithin 
30 days from May 31st. 
D uring th at period 
the records of the U niversity m eteorologi­ 
cal observatory sbow that rain was m eas­ 
ured but once, and then but one-tw entietli 
of an inch, and in the m onth of Ju n e there 
was but a sprinkle, even less in am ount, so 
th at the w eather was perfect lor the re­ 
tention of the poison on the fruit. 
T he U niversity orchard is planted with 
two trees of each variety, and in these ex­ 
perim ents one was sprayed and the oilier 
reserved w ithout treatm ent, so th at a com ­ 
parison, each tree w ith one of its own va­ 
riety and age, could be m ade. The orchard 
was guarded in snch a way th at no outside 
interference could be had with the fruit. 
Twice a week all the fruit w hich fell from 
the sprayed trees and from the check trees, 
unspruyed, was exam ined and careful entry 
m ade in a hoc k prepared for the purpose, 
of all w orm s found in the fruit, of all fruit 
from w hich the worm s had escaped, and 
the num ber o f worm s found under the 
bands of sack-elotli. w hich were placed 
upon all the trees. 
The plan of procedure 
was faithfully carried ou t until N ovem ber 
1st, w hen all the fruit rem aining at that 
tim e was rem oved from the trees, exam ined 
for worm s and the experim ent closed. 
T he follow ing tables show a sum m ary of 
results. 
T he full report, w ith details of 
procedure, and deductions therefrom , is re­ 
served for ou r n ext annual re p o rt:

T he sum m ary show s th at w hile 2.704 
; apples and pears were found from which 
I worm s bad escaped, there were found un- 
| der the bands hut 1,188, or 44 per cent ; the 
! rem aining 56 per cent, includes w orm s 
¡ w hich fonnd nesting-places elsew here or 
perished. 
'The assistant w ho kept th e 
record ot this experim ent assures m e that 
he believes m any of these w ere eaten liy 
birds, which were alw ays w orking over the 
ground w hile lie was in’ the orchard. T he 
others m ust have concealed them selves un­ 
der clods to spin their cocoons, for lliere is 
no loose bark on the trees, and no rubbish or 
fences in w hich they could hide. It w ould 
seem from this experim ent th at th e hands 
catch less th an h alf of the w orm s which 
gain access to the fruit, and yet the de- 
■ ruction of this proportion of fully fed and 
healthy larva? m ust be considered very 
satisfactory. 
As all the looses by birds or 
other enem ies of the worm , by accident 
and by olher agencies w hich destroy insect 
life m ust be taken from the percentage of 
w orm s n o t found under the bands, it will 
be seen that the old m ethod of treatm ent 
is still one of the m ost effective that can be 
em ployed.

A most convincing statem ent of the 
great change w hich has taken place in th e 
hum idity of the clim ate tqion our far 
W estern plains, was m ade by ( ieneral M or­ 
row, U. S. A., at the first agricultural fair 
belt! in Cheyenne county, N ebraska, a 
short tim e ago. 
T his is in the western 
tier of N ebraska counties, and occupies the 
whole area betw een the m eridians of 102° 
and 104° and th e parallels of 41° and 42°. 
It is thus m any hundred m iles west of the 
lim it beyond which it was form erly sup­ 
posed th e arid clim ate would lorcver pro­ 
h ib it profitable agriculture. 
It is a rath er 
common error to ascribe the gradual disap­ 
pearance of the “ (trea t A m erican D esert” 
to exaggerated statem ents of its form er 
condition; but the facts arc th a t its exist­ 
ence was no chim era, and th at its contrac­ 
tion into sm aller and sm aller lim its and 
final en tire disappearance is due to an ac­ 
tual and great change in th e clim ate. 
G eneral M orrow states that tw enty vears 
ago, when he had led troops through this 
very region, lie had known his m en to 
sleep in the open a ir from M ay to N o­ 
vem ber w ithout having th eir blankets 
dam pened. 
T here was th en no settlem ent 
for 500 m iles cast of Julesbttrg. 
(Longi­ 
tude 102° 15'.) 
In A ugust of th e present 
year he had seen as heavy dews in the 
same locality as ever at the same season in 
M ichigan c r Arkansas. 
T he annual rain ­ 
fall at < am p coug.a.-, .n 1861, was eleven 
inches. 
In 1874, th e last year of G eneral 
M orrow’s command at th at post, th e rain- 
gauge showed tw enty-seven inches. W ithin 
the past three m onths 83,000 acres of G ov­ 
ernm ent land have been taken up in C hey­ 
enne county, and th e ex h ib its at the fair 
included farm products of great size and 
variety. 
It is of interest to note th at m ost of this 
m arvelous increase in hum idity comes in 
all probability from a single source, th e 
tillage of th e soil. 
Before its settlem ent 
the whole prairie region was not only prac- 
, tically treeless, but was covered w ith a 
close dense tnrt, trodden hard bv countless

These applications were all m ade to effect 
the first brood of tbe m oth. 
T he figures of 
infested fruits are all sm all, fur in Berkeiev, 
as in m ost places along the coast, at least, 
the first brood of the m oth was unusually 
sm all this year. T his fact would n o t nec­ 
essarily interfere w ith the percentage of 
gain by the treatm ent. 
In the case of the w hite arsenic the record 
of worm s is so sm all and the result so con­ 
tradictory iu that tbe stronger wash gave a 
percentage of loss w hile the w eaker gave a 
percentage o f gain, the inference is th at th e 
worms were no to n hand to b e killed. 
U n ­ 
doubtedly allow ance m ust be m ade for 
chances of this kind in all experim ents 
including only a tree or two. 
One codlin 
m oth is said to deposit anyw here from 50 
to 2U0 eggs, and so a single m oth by pres­ 
ence or absence m ight produce a great dif­ 
ference in an experim ent. 
W hen the pest 
is abundant there is of course less danger 
of such results. 
T he experim ents w ith P aris green and 
London purple are more satisfactory, as 
more trees are included, and worm s are 
found on all, w hich show s th at th e m oth 
visited tbe trees m ore freely. 
T he per­ 
centages of gain m ust be considered very 
satisfactory, and tbe stronger applications 
barring in ju ry to foliage, produce the best 
resultB. 
In tbe case of Paris green, the 
application of a wash w ith one pound of 
Paris green to 160 gallons o f w ater m ust be 
regarded as very satisfactory, giving a gain 
o f over 70 per cent, o f goiid apples and 
pears and not doing any injury to foliage 
or fruit. 
T he susceptibility of trees to in ­ 
ju ry seem s to vary w ith the kind of fruit 
and the variety as well, and inav be affected 
by other conditions. T his is a m atter which 
needs full investigation. 
EX AHIXATIK OF THE BAND TREATMENT. 
In order to determ ine som e points about 
the efficacy of banding apple and pear trees 
for the destruction of the iarvte of the cod- 
lin m oth, an accurate record has been kept 
in the U niversity orchard during the past 
season. 
T he hands were put on early and 
consisted of strips of old sacks. 
T he strips 
were five or six incites w ide; the ends were 
allow ed to lap well and the band was se­ 
cured by a string tied around near the 
center so as to furnish crevices a t both tbe 
tipper aud low er edges, to accom m odate 
T erm s com ing from either direction. 
A ll 
the*.-' bands were removed on a certain day 
each jveek, the Iarvte counted and killed 
and th e band replaced. 
A t th e sam e tim e 
all the laR en fruit was gather, exam ined for 
worm s, or tt.' see if worm s had escaped, and 
records of th is ? facts kept separately. 
T he 
full statem ent Pf this investigation js not 


licnL o f buffalo. 
It was composed of a 
thick netw ork of tough, woody roots of the 
wild grasses, which formed so close and 
compact a covering th at the underground 
m oisture of th e soil was sh u t in as w ith a 
rubber blanket, and was prevented from 
ascending in tim e of drought. 
Consider 
th e am ount of m oisture w hich is contained 
in th e portion of the soil accessible to the 
roots ot cultivated plants, or w hich on fal­ 
low (and w ill be draw n out by the sun’s 
heat it its surface is exposed w ithout pro­ 
tection, and it will be seen th a t it consti­ 
tutes an im portant “ storage reservoir” of 
m oisture, which m ust exercise an im im rt- 
an t influence in shortening droughts. T he 
buffalo grass” always died during the 
sum m er, for its roots were unable to pene­ 
trate far, and the hard tu rf prevented the 
subsurface m oisture from rising. 
B ut the 
covering of th e areas nearer the Missis­ 
sippi w ith tields of grain, and th e breaking 
up ot the raw p rairie on m illions of square 
miles, lias had an effect on the hunudity 
of th e outlying regions analagous to tiiat 
produced by tim ber 
cultivation.

w hich was once waste land, is to he eonsid 
ered so no longer, but is destined to sup­ 
port a dense agricultural population and 
add largely to onr national w ealth.— E n 
ginecrtug Aetre.

W ebster slept 
nine hours out o f th e tw enty-four the 
greater p art of his life. 
O th er great m en 
have also taken the same tim e for sleep. 
To get the rest required by the brain­ 
w orker it is necessary th a t lie should be 
able to sleep at w ill. 
B onaparte possessed 
this happy faculty, and M. DeLesseps is 
said to have so trained him self th at he can 
sleep at any tim e, and even a whole day 
and night a t a stretch, if opportunity 
should otter. 
M uch of tlie nervous irri­ 
tability and weakness of young people is 
attrib u ted by tlie w riter to lack of suf­ 
ficient sleep. 


ABOUT THE 1‘OSITION IX WHICH TO SLEEP. 
As to the position in w hich one should 
sleep authorities greatly ilifler. T he w riter 
says: “ O bservations m ade upon 235 sol­ 
diers show th a t 37.5 per cent, slept upon 
tlie right side, 23 per cent, upon tlie left 
and 6.5 per cent, on tlie back. 
A physi­ 
cian, however, savs th a t it is b etter to lie 
on th e rig h t side in tlie absence of special 
diseases, such as lung disease, rendering it 
desirable to lie on th e weak side, so as to 
leave tlie h ealthy lung free to expand. 
W hen rest is tak en on th e right side the 
body is placed w here tlie food gravitates 
more easily out of th e stom ach into th e in­ 
testines, and tlie w eight of th e stom ach 
does not compress tlie upper portion of tlie 
intestines. 
To show how difficult it is for 
doctors to agree, th e ir opinions on tlie 
proper position during sleep m ay lie con­ 
tinued. 
O ne of them m aintains th at Ivin; 
flat on tlie back, witli tlie lim bs relaxed, 
would seem to secure tlie greatest am ount 
of rest for tlie m uscular system . 
T his is 
th e position assumed in th e most exhaust­ 
ing diseases, ami it is generally hailed as 
a token of revival w hen th e p atient volun­ 
tarily tu rn s on tlie side. 
Sleeping w ith 
arm s throw n over th e head Is to lie depre­ 
cated, because it creates a tendency to 
cram p and cold iti tlie arms, and some­ 
tim es seem to cause headaches and dream s. 
O n th e o th er hand, a physician says th at 
sleep should be taken w ith tlie face dow n­ 
ward. 
L ying w ith th e great w eight of tiie 
stom ach, heart, intestines and o th er organs 
p r is in g on tlie num erous nerves above the 
spine m ust in tim e w ork injury. 
Even the 
h a lf w eight, as w hen a person lies on his 
side, m ust have its bad eflcets, it is said. 
T he spine and nerves are also abnorm ally 
treated by th e common way o f resting. 
Sleeping w ith th e face dow nw ard is called 
th e n atu ral way.” 
A gain, it is claim ed th a t a licalth v per­ 
son frequently changes his position during 
th e nig h t, lying on e ith er side or upon the 
back. 
Some physicians contend th a t it is 
injurious to th e liv er to lie on tlie right 
side, is had for th e heart to lie on th e left 
side, and th a t sleeping on tlie back w ill 
produce nightm are. 
O ne doctor recom ­ 
mends sleeping w ith tlie pillows under tlie 
feet instead of th e head, especially if one 
be afflicted w ith nervous disorders. 
A 
London m edical jo u rn al advocates ham ­ 
mocks in place of beds, and tlie Lancet 
m aintains th a t to sleep well and be well 
every one should sleep alone. 
“ X o two 
person,” it says, “ no m atter who they are, 
should hab itu ally sleep together. 
T he 
one will thrive, th e o th er will lose. 
T his 
is th e law. 
T he case of the aged D avid 
and th e youthful m aid who sought to im ­ 
part physical energy to th e king in his 
senility occurs to m ind. T he grandm other 
w ith h e r little grandchild is another case 
in point. 
T he aged one keeps stro n g ; th e 
little one pines away and becomes en­ 
feebled.” 


HOW THE SLUMBER IS GRADED. 
O bservations m ade some little tim e ago 
w ith scientific aeti: ...;• - , nv th at f o r a 
perfectly health y m an th e first hour of 
slum ber is very lig h t; after one h o u r and 
fifteen m inutes th e depth of sleep increases 
rapidly, and reaches its m axim um point at 
one hour and forty-five m in u tes; th e curve 
then falls quickly to about two hours and 
fifteen m inutes, and afterw ard m ore grad­ 
ually. 
A t about four hours and th irty 
m inutes there is a second sm all rise, which 
reaches its m axim um a t five hours and 
th irty m inutes, after w hich th e curve 
¡•gain gradually approaches th e base line 
u n til the tim e of aw akening. 
E x p eri­ 
m ents m ade upon persons not perfectly 
healthy, or after having m ade some ex er­ 
tion, gave curves of di Hierent form. 
T he 
curve referred to is th e course of th e line 
in the diagram m atic scale. 


THE SCIENCE OF SLEEP. 
T he British Medical Journal descrila'S th e 
science of sle e p : 
“ E ach successive gradation in sleep is 
m arked by the inclusion of a nervous svs- 
tem , w hich is for th e tim e beiDg sh u t off, 
so tospeak, from participation in th e gen­ 
eral lifc-function of th e individual until, 
when th e m axim um intensity is attained, 
nothing is left but the purely anim al— one 
m ight alm ost say th e vegetative— life. 
“ T he brain shares in the need, w hich is 
everyw here apparent, of jieriods of rest. 
T he products of cerebral activity accum u­ 
late more rapidly th an they arc elim in­ 
ated, and a period therefore arrives when 
th e tissues are no longer able to do th eir 
work. 
T he result is an invincible feeling 
of indisposition to exertion, physical or 
m ental. 
T he tem porary or 
involuntary 
cessation of activity is a t once followed by 
a dim inution of the blood supply ; th e an­ 
aemia so induced, being, therefore, a conse­ 
quence, and not a cause of th e state of 
repose. 
“ T he various parts of the nervous system 
are not all involved sim ultaneously or to 
th e same extent. 
T he centers governing 
voluntary m ovem ent are the first to be 
aflected, as seen in the nodding of th e head 
and th e closure of th e eyelids, and the 
body, if not prevented, tends to assume the 
[Misition of repose determ ined by th e laws 
of gravity. 
The special senses soon follow, 
but here again they are not abrogated en 
masse. 
Sight is the first to go, th e stim u­ 
lus no longer reaching th a t portion of the 
cerebrum w here it can give rise to a defin­ 
ite sensation, even w here th e closure of the 
lids has not shut oft' external stim uli alto­ 
gether. 
“ H earing and smell are rem arkably 
persistent, and, except 
in th e deepes't 
sleep, m ay lie said to be only dulled and 
not extinguished. 
Every one is fam iliar 
w ith th e ease w ith w hich sleep is pu t to 
an end by unaccustomed noise, even of 
slight intensity, or, b etter still, by th e ces­ 
sation of any m onotonous sound, as for in ­ 
stance, the aw akening of travelers by rail 
or steamIxiat on any stoppage of th e train 
or m achinery. 
Instances are on record, 
too, w here th e in h ab itan ts of a hoiLse have 
been roused sim ply by th e sm ell of tobacco, 
indulged in by inexperienced or incautious 
burglars. 
T he persistent sensibility of 
these senses m ay to some extent lie ac­ 
counted for by tiie fact th a t they are not 
sh u t oft from com m unication w ith the out­ 
side world as are, for exam ple, th e eyes.” 
To get quiet sleep all th e organs m ust 
lie in tune. 
So m uch for sleep. 


REMEDIES FOR SLEEPLESSNESS. 
So m any rem edies for sleeplessness are 
prom ulgated th a t every should be able to 
rind one to suit liis own particu lar case. 
O ne of th e requirem ents is forgetfulness, 
and it is true th at some persons can train 
th eir m inds so th a t they can forget tilings 
at will— even to forget consciousness itself 
but th is is a rem edy attainable only by the 
few. 
C ontinuing, th e w riter say s: 
“ A hot show er-bath at bed-tiine cleanses 
th e skin and predisposes to sleep, it is 
claim ed. 
T iie ‘one sure and safe w a y ’ is 
to take a brisk walk of a m ile or two be­ 
fore going to bed, and then, after tb e walk, 
holding th e head under a stream of cold 
water. 
T his, Jj<?w<-vcr, should l»f d>>»e 


w hen the habit of sleeplessness first begins. 
f 
“ A business m an w ith a m echanical 
j tu rn of m ind should fit u p his attic as a 
carpenter’s shop, and spend an hour therein 
after supper. 
A walk of two o r three 
m iles a day is sufficient, says one writer, 
w hile another m aintains th at nothing w ill 
do but horseback ridinp. 
A gain, relief for 
sleeplessness can he found by w etting a 
linen kerchief, folding it, and placing it 
under th e back of th e neck, w ith a dry 
cloth under th e kerchief to protect th e pií- 
low. 
Still again, warm th e fc-et by fric­ 
tion, e x tra w rappers, etc., and cool the 
head, eith er in a draught, or w ith cold wa­ 
ter or ice. 
One sufferer has palliated the 
distress of his vigils by leaving his bed, 
lighting a tire, and sittin g in th e chimney- 
corner, reading and eating by turns, u n til 
the demon intim ated a desire to depart. 
“ A physician w rites th a t th e evening 
should be a period of relaxation and recre­ 
ation, relief from care and anxiety to be 
found in cheerful conversation, pleasant 
gam es and lig h t reading, w hile persons of 
sedentary occupation are to take plenty of 
open-air exercise. 
A feeble circulation is 
to be overcome, and cold feet are to be 
warmed. 
T he stom ach is to lie attended 
to, if its digestion is not good. 
If it is 
overloaded, easy and refreshing sleep is 
impossible. 
W eakly persons and invalids 
olten find a cup of hot broth or gruel, or 
some other lig h t and easily digestible food, 
taken on retiring, to be th e best prom otive 
of sleep. 
T he bed should n eith er be too 
hard nor too soft, nor th e clothing too 
abundant nor too scanty. 
A ll unpleasant 
sights, sounds and sm ells should be ex­ 
cluded. 
R egular and early hours of re tir­ 
ing are essential. 
Xo victim of insom nia 
can w ith safety burn th e m idnight oil or 
engage in evening dissipation. 
T he m an 
who observes these precautions, and adds 
th ereto a clear conscience and a sound 
m ind, has th e prom ise of unfailing sleep. 
“ A student troubled w ith 
insom nia 
discarded his feather pillow for one of h a ir 
w ith w onderful effect. 
T he h air pillow 
does not get warm ed up to an uncom fort­ 
able degree, because it rapidly conducts 
aw ay th e heat im parted to it by th e head. 
T he sam e person found th a t sleep could 
be brought on by sim ply w arm ing the 
body, especially "the feet, or by taking a 
walk, or by a cold show er or sponge hath, 
followed by a rubbing w ith a coarse towel. 
G ettin g out of bed for a few m inutes 
when th e a ir was cool often brought relief. 
H e had lain aw ake half th e night, and 
then after being up long enough to m ix 
and drin k a lem onade had fallen asleep at 
once on going to bed. 
“ T h is student found th at a light lunch 
ju st before going to bed relieved his brain 
by draw ing th e blood to bis stom ach. 
Some pyhsicians advise th e prevention of 
tlie flow of blood to th e brain, w h ileo th ers 
argue th a t th e brain m ust have an excess 
of blood to nourish it. 
To keep th e blood 
from th e brain, double up the pillow and 
place it under th e neck in such a way th a t 
it nearly closes th e artery. 
To supply 
blood to th e b rain lie w ith th e feet higher 
th an the head. 
One victim recommends 
external quiet, w hile another victim of 
sleeplessness found th a t a continuous low 
noise favored sleep. 
T he sound of w ater 
dropping on a pan lias been prescribed by 
a physician. 
T he explanation seems tn he 
th a t a 
sim ple 
m onotonous 
impression 
quiets th e brain by occupying it, to th e 
exclusion Cf more varied and interesting, 
and therefore 
stim ulating 
impressions. 
On th e sam e principle are th e devices of 
counting backw ard or forward, im agining 
sheep ju m p in g one by one through a gate, 
etc., b ut they are open to the objection of 
causing one portion of tlie brain to lie ex­ 
erted in order to control th e rest of it. 
“A m an who has ‘struck upon th e rig h t 
plan a t last,’ and opens up to th e world 
som ething th a t is calculated to m ake m an­ 
kind rejoice and do aw ay w ith drowsiness, 
w rites th a t all you have to do is to im ­ 
agine yourself going on a long journey. 
T h in k over the details of it every night 
w hen sleep lags. 
T he plan m ade him 
health y and happy. 
“A physician has one sim ple reniedv 
w hich requires no m edicine. 
Compose 
th e m ind as m uch as possible, and confine 
th e thoughts to one subject, or a num ber 
or individual, and close the eyelids, ro ll­ 
ing th e eyes continuously in one direction. 
In a short tim e consciousness will he lost, 
and you w ill be in th e blissful land of 
dream s. 
“ A fter an experience of two years an ­ 
o th er m an found th a t he was always able 
to go to sleep very shortly after re tirin g to 
rest by keeping his eyes looking down. He. 
had found th a t they turned up when he 
was sleepless and was cogitating som ething 
th a t kept him awake. 
T h is reniedv was 
good in every case, except w hen som ething 
especially annoying or w orrying had oi - 
uurred. 
“ A n editor finds re lief by w etting a 
d o th w ith cold w ater and binding it across 
liis forehead. 
A nother plan is to draw in 
a long, slow breath l>y th e m outh, and to 
force th e breath out through th e nose, 
im agining th a t th e currents can be seen. 
A n attem pt may also he m ade to read an 
am using novel in lied, or to repeat a fa­ 
m iliar poem ; but all study or serious read­ 
ing should be stopped h alf an hour before 
going to bed. 
In a paper read by a physi­ 
cian before th e Boston Society for M edical 
Im provem ent, he said th at sleeplessness is 
often caused by starvation, and th a t a 
tum bler of m ilk, if drank, in th e m iddle 
of the night, will olten p ut people to sleep 
when hypnotics would fail of th e ir pur­ 
pose.” 
T h ere is practically no lim it to th e sug­ 
gestions offered for wooing sleep, each and 
every one of which m ay suit in some indi­ 
vidual case, hut not in all. 
T he w riter, in 
conclusion, takes th e commonsense view 
th a t “ sleeplessness is caused by various 
bad habits in working and, in it general 
way, in living, and th a t th e physical o r­ 
ganisms of people differ in tlieir peculiar­ 
ities, th eir health, and so on ; th e inference 
being th at no rem edy for sleeplessness will 
alone suffice, but th a t the cause m ust lie 
attended to at once and an expedient for 
bringing sleep), not a drug, m ast he selected 
under a h in t from the cause of the trouble 
as to w hat it shall he." 


ENGLISH SPARROWS. 


A P o n d e ro u s M a ch in e. 
T he I’ennsvlvania A gricultural W orks, 
at York, are constructing a new cotton 
press, th e invention of S. J . W ebb, th e 
dim ensions of the parts of w hich are so 
large as to necessitate ¡the enlargem ent of 
toe foundry to furnish {tlie castings. 
T he 
Gazette says: 
“ T he workmen are now en­ 
gaged lairing out tlie 
steam cylinder, 
which is the largest casting of tiie kind 
ever m ade in th is section of th e country. 
It is 80 inches in diam eter and 9A feet 
long, ami m ade in two parts, one w eigh­ 
ing 30,500 pounds am lj the other ‘24,140 
po.unds. 
In th e entire 
m achine there 
will he about 26,000 pounds of forged 
steel. 
In 
operation 
th e 
cotton 
bales 
will be piressed 
by a com bination 
of 
steam and hydraulic pressure. 
F irst, a 
pressure equal to 500,000 pounds of steam 
will l>e turned into the large steam cylin­ 
der, and this will be m ultiplied bv means 
of toggle-arm s to alajut 3,000,000; then 
tlie hydraulic pressure will be autom ati­ 
cally turned on, w hich will give a uniform 
pressure of 3,000,000 pxrands upon th e bale 
of cotton. 
T he object of the press is to re­ 
duce the bale to aliout one-fourtli its for­ 
m er size for foreign shipm ent. 
T he ca­ 
pacity of th e press is said to be from sixty 
to seventy bales of cotton per m inute, and 
its cost when completed will be $16,000. 
It will load ten or eleven cars. 
T he press 
was ordered by parties in X orthw estern 
I-ouisiana, and is being constructed under 
th e superintendence of th e inventor.” 


W h a t A m I to D o ?

DEVISING METHODS FOR THEIR 


EXTERMINATION. 
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As a m atter o f fact, th ere is a strong 
idea gaining root th a t th e English sparrow 
is a failure and a fraud, says th e Xew York 
Herald. 
H e has been given about sixteen years 
of p atien t endurance by a long-suffering 
pmblic, and now lie finds few other th an 
sentim ental defenders. 
Im ported w ith th e announced assertion 
th a t his advent would pint an end to the 
caterpiillar nuisance, th e E nglish sparrow 
has, indeed, dim inished th e num ber of cer­ 
tain kinds of caterpillars, but th e num ber 
of o th er varieties lias increased m eanw hile, 
for the piugnacious, quarrelsom e sparrow 
has relentlessly driven away the native 
birds, who w ere used to th eir prey and 
kept all th e piests down. 
W e have im ported a new pest to m iilti- 
plv in all directions under our careful 
guarding, an d to spread throughout the 
land. 
I t has become a serious m atter to 
consider how th e sparrow s can he kept 
w ithin hounds. 
In m any piarts of this city and Brooklyn, 
particularly in th e navy yard d u rin g the 
past sum m er, sw arm s of festive, yellow ­ 
haired caterpiillars, who wiggle in scorn at 
all attem pts to check th e ir trium phant 
m arch, and sau n trr gleefully over all such 
obstructions as tarred bands and painters’ 
ink placed to th w art th eir progress, were 
th e bane and curse of our full-foliaged 
trees. 
W ith th e object of finding out why th e 
pugnacious sparrow lias apparently not 
been doing his duty in digesting th e dcpire- 
dating caterpiillars, a Herald reporter re­ 
cently called upon Prof. C. V . R iley, the 
U nited States Entom ologist. 
Professor R iley is a handsom e scientist, 
who lias devoted a lifetim e to th e study 
o f our shade trees and th eir insect ene­ 
m ies. 
He knows more about caterpillars th an 
caterpillars know about them selves, and 
for a scientific dissection of th e “ cussed­ 
ness” of th e E nglish spiarrow you can 
confidently address yourself to Professor 
R iley. 
“T he trouble w ith tlie yellow ,hairy cater­ 
pillar you refer to,” said’ th e Professor, “ is 
th at, as you may have noticed, he has two 
little coral red glands on top of his back, 
reversible glands, from w hich is exuded a 
pungent vapor, and this, in addition to the 
h a ir w ith w hich its liody is clothed, offers 
protection against th e attacks of sparrows. 
T he sparrows feed 
upon some of th e 
sm ooth, green worms, like th e canker- 
worms, which used to he a great nuisance 
in E astern States, and keep th at spiecies in 
check. 
It is tinder th a t general law of 
harm ony in nature w hich keeps all species 
down to a certain lim it in a state of nature. 
T his h airy caterpillar, w hich is protected 
against th e spiarrow’s attack, has had an 
opportunity to increase as th e other spe­ 
cies have decreased, ju st in th at propor­ 
tion. T he English sparrow was introduced 
into Boston sixteen years ago, and has 
overrun th e whole country u n til it has be­ 
come a nuisance. 
It has chased away the 
native A m erican birds, w hich preyed tipion 
other caterpiillars th an those devoured by 
the sparrow. 
A t th a t tim e 1 piropdiesied 
th e great increase iti th e num ber ot spar­ 
rows, and the increase of some injurious 
insects as a n atu ra l consequence of th e de­ 
crease o f others.” 
“ Do you advocate the destruction of the 
English spiarrow.” 
“ M ost assuredly, when they become a 
nuisance. 
Even now it would 
I k; well to 
keep them down by encouraging pieople to 
use them as food. 
T hey m ake a good sub­ 
stitu te for reed birds, 
and in piarts of 
southern 
Europe are considered a great 
delicacy, 
being 
sold in 
open 
m arket. 
Roasted 
on a 
spiit, well 
basted and 
browned, 
th ey 
are , very good eating. 
T he sparrow is entirely ’a city pxst at 
piresent, and because th e sparrow s do not 
frequent the country th e native birds keep 
certain spiecies ot caterpillars, now seen in 
nearly all large cities, in check. 
“ Is there no way of checking the m arch 
of th e arm y of yellow caterpiillars w hich 
have invaded u s?” 
“ Yes,” replied th e Professor, referring 
to a sm all pam phlet and reading. 
“ T he 
piest you refer to is known as th e white- 
m arked tussock m oth (Orgyia lencostigma, 
•Smith & A bbot). 
In th e latitu d e of St. 
Louis, Mo., and W ashington, th e eggs be­ 
gin to hatch about th e m iddle of M ay, and 
th e newly b o rn caterpillar, aliout three 
m illim eters in length, is of a dull w hitish- 
gray color, w ith th e under sitie paler, the 
upper side lieing covered w ith rath er long 
hairs anil tufts of a dark brown color. 
“A fter th e th ird m olt it is a beautiful 
object, of a strik in g apipiearance. 
T he 
head and two little elevated spiots situated 
on jo in ts nine and ten are bright verm il­ 
ion red; th e back is velvety black, with 
two bright yellow subdorsal lines and an­ 
other yellow line along the lower sides. 
T he whole body is th in ly clothed w ith 
Lu'g, piale-yellow hairs, originating from 
sm alI, w art-like elevations. T h at is enough 
descriptive m atter. 
“T he caterpiillar, though injurious to 
fruit trees, also attacks a g re at m any shade 
trees, having a piredilection for o id o r large 
trees. 
“A s you noticed in the navv-vard this 
summer, th e caterpiillar makes iio effort to 
conceal itself, as it enjoys com parative im ­ 
m unity from enemies, especially birds, the 
A m erican yellow -billed cuckoo, th e Ralti- 
more oriole and th e robin lieing th e only 
spiecies w hich have lieen observed to feed 
upxin th e Iarvte. 
A few soldier hugs, how ­ 
ever, oecasonally suck its juices. 
“B ut w hile th e list of ‘enem ies' th a t de­ 
vour th e species is 
small, fortunately 
th a t of th e parasites is quite larger; anil 
thus it is, thanks to them , th at these cater­ 
pillars are not perm anently injurious. 
“Now there is one sim ple, cheap anil 
efficacious rem edy applicable to th e piest 
you have noticed in this city and Brook­ 
lyn, if you wish to be prepiared n ext sea­ 
son. 


“ It is adm itted th a t they all begin th eir 
work very m uch at the same season, or as 
soon as th e leaves are fairly developed. 
Thus arsenical m ixtures propierly sprayed 
on the trees alxiut th e m iddle o f’M ay and 
repieated once or twice at intervals7 of a 
fortnight later in th e season will prove an 
effectual protection to trees of all kinds. 
An apparatus for th is work sucli as has 
been used on th e grounds of th e Depiart- 
m ent of .Ygrieulture, can lie easily and 
econom ically constructed. 
I t should con­ 
sist of a w ater tank m ounted on a cart and 
furnished w ith a strong force pmmpi and two 
sets of rubber tubing of sufficient length, 
each hose supipiorted liy a bamboo exten 
sioe piole and w ith a cyclone nozzle. 
“\V itli this apparatus two meu can drive 
along the streets or through a park and 
thoroughly spirav two trees sim ultaneously. 
“T he arsenical 
compound known as 
‘London purple’ is preferable to w hite arse­ 
nic or P aris green, as it is not so liable to 
bum th e leaves, and its color enables one 
to distinguish readily betw een pxiisoued 
and non-poisoned trees. 
“ From one qu arter to three-quarters of 
a pound of this substance should lie used to 
a barrel of w ater, and w ith th is q u antity 
of w ater it is best to m ix three quarts of 
cheap or dam aged Hour, w hich will serve 
to render th e m ixture adhesive to the 
leaves, and lessen the tendency of the poi­ 
son to burn th e leaves. 
“ In conclusion let me rem ind you th a t 
the w hite-m arked tussock m oth is not the 
only leaf eater which defies the English 
sparrow. 
“ T he im jxirted elm -leaf beetles, by rea­ 
son of an offensive smell ; 
th e hag worm, 
by the protection o f its bag, and th e fall 
webworm, also by th e protection afforded 
by the hair of the caterpiillars, gorge them ­ 
selves in peace in spite of th e im ported a l­ 
leged caterpillar exterm inators. 
“ T he increase of th e orgyia is indirectly 
a result of th e increase of th e English 
sparrow, which feeds in tlie breeding sea­ 
son upon smooth worms less harm ful to our 
trees, and th u s gives th e rejected orgvle a 
better onoortuiiity to increase. 


“ All sentim ent aside, we m ay say th a t 
th e E nglish sparrow is an im pedim ent 
rath er th an an aid in preserving our tr. txj 
from th eir w orst insect defoliators.”

T he F alse M essiah of tho Jew s o f A sia 
M luor. 
A slight sketch of the career of this ex­ 
traordinary deceiver is all that is here 
necessary, as we wish more especially to 
enter into the customs and precepts of the 
descendants of his followers as we find 
them now in Salonika only. I was told 
that a few families of these Dunmehs ex­ 
ist still at Adrianople and in other Turkish 
towns, but these are of Salonikan origin, 
so that to all intents and purposes the 
Dunmehs of Salonika are the sole repre­ 
sentatives of tho once numerous followers 
of the false Messiah. This community is 
formed of about 1,000 families, and num­ 
bers 8,000 souls, all dwelling together in 
one quarter of the town, and all held in 
bondage by the same curious ties. 
Sabbatai Sevi wasaSmymiote Jew, !>orn 
in 10:10, and the son of a broker in that 
city ; he was a clever youth, and so well 
ver-,d in the Calíala and other Jewish 
books that at the age of 18 he was made a 
rabbi. Doubtless some accounts of the 
Fifth Monarchy men, anil the then much 
accredited report that the Messiah was to 
reappear in 1006, reached Smyrna and 
worked upon his imagination so much that 
he decided to make himself out to be that 
Messiah, and to assist his object he secretly 
caused reports to lie promulgated to the 
effect that a prophet would shortly appear 
who would rob the Sultan of his crown and 
restore again the kingdom of Israel. 
When he thought that the right time 
had come, to the dismay of the Smvrniote 
rabbis he pronounced the name “ Jeho­ 
vah'’ aloud in open conclave, for which of­ 
fense lie was summoned liefore a tribunal 
and condemned to die, but doubtless he 
was prepared for this, and had arrange­ 
ments made for li is escape from Smyrna, 
and with the one object in view lie went as 
a pilgrim to Egypt and Jerusalem, where 
he ole -c as his Elijah one Nathan Benja­ 
min, a man of ascetic life, who professed to 
see visions. Before returning to Smvrna 
he sent his attendant, Nathan, before him 
to prepare the way, and in the capacity of 
a second St. John the Baptist to announce 
that he was coming to deliver men from 
the oppression of the Turks, and to lead 
back the Jews to Palestine. Nathan did 
his work well, writing a circular letter ad­ 
dressed to the “ Remnant of the Israelites, 
peace without end,” the result being that 
intense and mad excitement seized upon 
the Jews of that place. They nearly 
killed themselves with penances; they 
administered to one another thirty-nine 
Jaslies and tortures of all kinds; and an 
influential Jew. Pennia hv name, whose 
daughter prophesied and wrought mira­ 
cles, assisted Nathan in his work of prepa­ 
ration. 
In due time Sabbatai Sevi landed in 
Smyrna, styling himself the “ King of 
Kings,” and so carried away were the peo­ 
ple by his adroit eloquence that a throne 
was set up for him in the synagogue, and 
from Smyrna prophets were sent all over 
the Turkish dominions to all the Jewish 
colonies to preach that “ the true Messiah 
of the race of David was come, and that 
to him the crown and the kingdom was 
given.” At tiiis juncture Sevi ventured to 
elect irom among his most trusted follow­ 
ers twelve Princes, who were to act as 
Generals to the twelve tribes on their 
journey back to their country; and, as we 
know from English records, the report 
reached even as far as our own shores, and 
that there was some talk of sending Eng­ 
lish ships to assist in the transport, and 
even the skeptic Spinoza, from all he 
heard, was at one time inclined to waver 
in his disbelief. The scenes of frenzied 
excitement in Smyrna were intense, and 
gave place to eager fanatical worship of 
Sevi ; presents poured in to him from all 
parts, until at length the Sultan was 
roused to action and summoned him to 
Adrianople. 
The story of Sevi’s interview with the 
Sultan is well known, and how “ the holy, 
noble and divine Messiah " was ordered by 
that potentate to choose between three 
things—either to work a miracle and 
thereby prove his identity; or to have 
three poisoned arrows shot at him by the 
Sultan himself; or to become a Moham­ 
medan. “ I am a follower of Mohammed,” 
replied Sevi to this test, and turning tó his 
followers, who were dismayed beyond 
measure at the collapse of their hero, he 
added, “ and he was numbered among the 
transgressors.” 
The extremely firm bold that Sevi had 
established over his followers is evinced by 
the tenacity with which many adhered to 
hi: niter his exposure and his fall. These 
devoted followers did not scruple to em- 
br. <: Islamism themselves and likewise to 
be numbered among the transgressors; and 
with certain secret reservations,into which 
we will go presently, large bodies of Jews 
became Mohammedans at this period. 
They were the ancestors of the thousand 
families of Dunmehs who live at Salonika 
to-day. 
Sabbatai Sevi died in 1675 in prison at 
Belgrade, but his followers gave out that 
he was not really dead, but had ascended 
into heaven, and now at Salonika, in their 
secret places of worship, called “ Kals,” 
thev alwavs keep beds readv, in which the 
M essiah may repose from the fatigues 
of iiis second advent. Probably from the 
fact of bis having disappeared from the 
world at Belgrade they have decided that 
at his second coining he will visit them by 
way of the northern road, known as the 
Usknp road; therefore, every day a man is 
dispatch'll in this direction to meet him. 
When at Salonika I was told lately, since 
the opening of the railway from 1’skup to 
that town, the point had been raised in 
their as mblv that he might come by 
tra il. Accordingly, an eve has to be kept 
on the station on the arrival of each train 
fro.n the i.nr: i. The cu-tom finds a paral­ 
lel am or; the other Jews of Salonika; 
btii their pinion is that the Messiah will 
come by t-ca, so ca the Day of Atonement 
tluy go d'.v. n t i the sea to meet him, and 
at the san; time perform the quaint rite 
of . .¡-ting their sins into the Bay of Salon­ 
ika—that inexpressibly lovely bay, which, 
if it could relate to us the customs of the 
various cults that have flourished on its 
margin, would have strange tales to tell.— 
Ijovffmam's AIcgazinc.

Type-Setting In Japan. 
The office of the Xichi S i chi Shinbun, a 
Japanese newspaper, is thus described: 
The features of the Skinbun office was its 
type-case—for there was only one body of 
type. And such a type-case! It Ls di­ 
vided, for utility, into two sections, sloping 
toward an alley two feet wide. Each sec­ 
tion is four feet wide by thirty feet long— 
four by sixty f'oet. There’s a new case for 
you! This is divided into small compart­ 
ments or boxes, into which the type is bid 
in regular piles, several jóles in a box, 
with faoes all toward the compositors, 


mostly boys, big and little. Each holds a 
wooden “ stick” with brass rule. The 
type are all of a size; the “ stick” is not 
set to the measure of the column, which is 
twenty ems pica, but to about half the 
measure, it being the business of the other 
workmen to impose the lines in columns, 
take jiroof and make up forms. Now, then, 
the type-setting. Armed with “ sticks” 
and rules and copy the dozen compositors 
read the last in an earnest, sing-song way, 
each rushing to some box, far and near, for 
the needed letter, then back ten or twelve 
feet to the needed one; all are on the 
lively move, rushing and skipping to and 
fro, right and left, up and down, 
chase, balance 
to 
jiartners, swing 
the 
corners, 
up 
and 
back, sing­ 
ing the copy, catching one letter here, 
another there, prancing and dodging, hum­ 
ming and skipping—a promenade cotilion. 
Virginia reel, racquet and all hands around 
upon the same floor at the same time anil 
the same dancers in each—a perfect maze 
of noise and confusion, yet out of confusion 
bringing printed order. It was a sight to 
he seen. “ How many different characters 
are there in this case, anyhow?” was asked 
our guide. Then our guide asked the 
printers, and none could answer better than 
say: “ Nobody knows, sir. Nobody knows 
—-many thousands.” Later on we repeated 
the same question to a more intelligent 
person, who said : “At least 50,0(H).” That 
will account for the remarkable size of the 
case and the racing to anil fro of the com­ 
positors. .Just why they intone their copy 
all the while was not made so clear, other 
than the remark that it was the custom. 
Tokio monopolizes the Japanese newsjiaper 
business, there being only one other ¡mint 
—Knfu—in Eastern JapalV where news­ 
papers are printed. The masses of the 
people are able to read In their own way, 
but comparatively few can grasp the full 
flow of Chinese characters. In point of 
illiteracy the statistics place this nation at 
only 7 per cent., or next to Bavaria, which 
is the lowest on the list.— Pall Mall Ga­ 
zette. 
THE 310DEKN GREEK. 
Seen to liest A dvuutagc Not in A lliens 
B ut in C onstantinople. 
NoIhkIv who has known Athens for long, 
or who knows the real resources of the 
country of which she is the capital, can lie 
disappointed with the progress made. Few 
cities have improved more during the last 
twenty years. The Government has in­ 
troduced compulsory education on a most 
extensive scale, railroads are 
being 
opened, drainage and the planting of trials 
have received great attention, and the 
sudden breeze of patriotism which has 
lately passed over Greece-and puzzled Eu­ 
rope will doubtless bear its fruits in greater 
unity of purpose. Perhaps the real evil 
which, more than anything else, has 
checked the progress of Greece during the 
last half century, has been its constitu­ 
tional < fovernmeut. 
There are many favours in Greece. 
Tricoupis is a favour with English ideas; 
hut, unfortunately, Greece is not ruled 
over by Victor Emmanuel, nor has she 
yet produced a Garibaldi. Evervliodv in 
the small kingdom is, as of old, a politi­ 
cian, and the consequence of this is that 
ministries rise and fall, and elections take 
place with a rapidity which might even 
astonish us. The one point on which all 
Greeks are agreed, and which has been 
taught them by late events, is this, that if 
ever they are to hold their own in the 
Balkan Peninsula, they must have more 
territory. They crave for the fertile 
plains of Epirus and Macedonia, for some­ 
thing that will give them a chance of de­ 
velopment and the means of existence on 
a large scale. The place where the Greek 
is seen to the greatest advantage is not 
Athens, where mass meetings will one dav 
cheer for Delyannis and the next for Tri- 
eoupis, hut at Constantinople. There lie 
is, so to speak, on the defensive, living in 
the midst of the great destroyer of his race 
and freedom. Here his commercial pro­ 
pensities and industry have brought him 
to the fore. 
The “ unspeakable Turk,” who loves 
money, but hates making it as bitterly as 
he hates the Greek, who can make it, has 
given him in return for money everything 
that he asks. This has enabled the Greeks 
to attack the Turks with the above-men­ 
tioned weapons of education. Concessions 
for Greek schools all over the rotten em­ 
pire have been liberally bought. There is 
scarcely a Greek village in Macedonia, 
Epirus, the islands and the coast villages 
of Asia Minor which has not been sup­ 
plied with schools for both girls and bovs, 
either through the munificence of ri-li 
Greeks or through the clerical and monas­ 
tic influence which in its day has pD vi d 
so valiant a part in the conservation of 
the Hellenic ianguage and the Christian 
religion.— Fortnightly lb riñe. 


Chicken I.Ice. 
E. II. Schrader, of Murphy’s, Cal., thus 
writes to the Rnral Peeas of the manner in 
which he subdued the chicken lice on his 
premises: “First, the nest-boxes, rousts 
and all boards that would furnish hiding- 
places were taken out and burned ; then 
the entire house, sides, ends and roof, in­ 
side and out, was given a coat of white­ 
wash. When dry, all crevices were dusted 
full of air-slaked lime. The floor was 
cleared up and six inches of fresh soil 
wheeled in. \ separate room for the 
nests was built. Ibis was given two coats 
of whitewash. Nest-boxes were coated 
inside ami out. and a handful 
of 
sulphur si-.ittered through the hay 
in the nests. 
For roosts, two poles 
were lumg from the rafters of the house by 
wires; at every two feet cross-poles were 
laid and held in place by projecting nails. 
This roost was two feet from the ground 
and level to avoid crowding on top nests. 
The ends and sides swung clear of the roof 
by two feet. This gave me a roost that no 
vermin could reach from floor or walls, 
with poultry on or oil'.

“ i would like to add, the three re­ 
quisites are cleanliness, dti~tiug-pl:ice, and 
a roost that the lice cannot reach with the 
poultry on or off” 
Svteet-P otato F lo u r.— A patent has 
been issued for a process of treating sweet 
jiotatoes for making flour. The object of 
the invention is to produce a wholesome 
and nutritious article of diet from the 
sweet jwitato, one that will not become 
frozen or decayed, and which will embody 
aH the valuable portions of the potato, 
especially the starch and saccharine mat­ 
ter. The sweet ]«itato is a luxury, and 
when in its natural state and out of season 
is difficult to get, except at exorbitant 
prices, owing to its liability to rot and 
freeze. This invention designs to so treat 
the potato that the starchy saccharine mat­ 
ters, with a quantity of the glutinous por­ 
tions, may be obtained and readily trans­ 
ported to any portion of the world, as a 
staple product similar to flour, and it being 
a well-known fact that chemical changes 
will accrue to the liquid portion of the po­ 
tato in other than climates where it grew, 
and destroy its natural flavor, an essential 
feature of the process is to quickly evajio- 
rate such liquids while the potato is in a 
healthy condition, and reduce it to a flour 
or meal, which will retain the natural fla­ 
vor of the esculent. The product obtained 
according to the invention may be made 
into jmddings, pies, cakes, custards and the 
like. 
I n te r c u ttin g M essages.— A Russian 
lieutenant of engineers has jierfected an 
apparatus fur intercepting telegraph and 
telephone messages in time of war. The 
apparatus is contained in a small oblong 
box and weighs rather less than three 
pounds. The telegraphic receiver is of 
the recording type, and a battery for re­ 
turning false messages to the enemy forms 
part of the equipment. An invention 
of the nature above described cannot fail 
to be dangerous in the hands of an un­ 
scrupulous person. 


FUTURE PROBATION. 
O pinions o f the H onorary M em bers of 
the A m erican Iloattl. 
It having been said that the honorarv 
members of the American Board might 
not have voted on the question of future 
probation xs did the cor|iorate members, 
the Boston Congregationalist has endeavored 
to obtain their views on the subject. This 
it did by sending out the following circu­ 
lar, dated Octobar 18th : 
The question lias been raised in m any quar" 
ters w hether the honorary members of the 
American Hoard who were present at Spring- 
Held would have confi'm ed the action taken bv 
the corporate members, had they had the op­ 
portunity of voting on the questions presented. 
Desiring information on this point, we send this 
circulai letter to all whose names are on the lis; 
of “ male honorary members present.” as given 
iu the Missionary Herald, asking a response on 
the inclosed postal card to two questions, viz.: 
1. Do you or do you not approve of the act on 
of the Hoard on the question relating to the 
calling of ecclesiastical councils T 
-. Do you or do you not approve of the gen­ 
eral result as indicated in the action of the re­ 
port of the eo-nruittee on the home depart­ 
m ent V 
No names will be ufed in stating the result of 
these inquiries. 
The replies are thus summarized by the 
paper: "M e sent out 546 of tiiese re­ 
quests. We have received 452 replies— 
nearly 85 per cent, of those present. Of 
these 5 doubt tlie wisdom of answering ; 2 
approve in general, but wish the board 
could have some organic connection with 
the churches; 5 approve of the result in 
eneral, but would like to have the coun­ 
cils decide on missionary fitness; 10 ap­ 
prove of all that was done, but think there 
should be great endeavor at conciliation ; 
10 are not quite decided as to the first 
question, but do not indorse the home de­ 
partment, and 28 cordially approve of the 
action about councils, but not of the in­ 
dorsement of the home department. The 
remaining .'584 divide squarely as follows, 
viz: Do not approve of anything done, 
7-i; less than 17 per cent. Approve of all 
that was done, 300; more than 66 per 
cent., or, classifying these a little more 
densely, we have, in the main approv­ 
ing, 336, and as to some important 
matter disapproving, 113 — a majority 
of 223. 
Or to look at (he matter 
from a little different point of view, had 
the honorary members enjoyed the right of 
voting with the corporate members on the 
really test question of the occasion that 
vote would have stood, in favor of the 
home department, 431 to 156, a relative 
roportion of not far from 73 to 26 per 
cent. We will only add, as It has been 
imagined that Territorial influences would 
show themselves in this result, that we 
have taken pains to sift out the residences 
of these 75 and 300 honorary members 
who voted unconditionally and squarely 
the one way or the other, with the follow­ 
ing result: Of the 75, 8 live in Maine, 2 
in New Hampshire, 2 in Vermont, 32 in 
Massachusetts, 2 in Rhode Island, 21 in 
Connecticut, 3 in New York, 1 each in 
Illinois, Ohio and Michigan and 2 in Cal­ 
ifornia. Of the 300, 0 live in Maine, 21 in 
New Hampshire, 18 in Vermont, 155 in 
Massachusetts, 7 in Rhode Island, 61 in 
Connecticut, 22 in New York, 4 in New

THE DECLINE OF KISSING. 


Im proving Farm M ethods. 
Orange Judd, in the Prairie Farmer, 
says he lielieves we can feed hogs more 
profitably by rational methods than by the 
unscientific and shiftless wavs now only too 
common. First of all, we must see to it 
that breeding sows are fed a proper ration 
in which protein compounds form a liberal 
share. The young pigs must likewise have 
a goodly allowance of protein, while the 
mature hogs, when fattening, can lie fed a 
large proportion of carbohydrates, espe­ 
cially if we make a large proportion of 
lard. The food articles at our command 
which are rich in jirotein are skim-milk, 
buttermilk, shorts, bran, peas, green clover 
and the like. No farmer can afiiird to 
manage his farm with a minimum of these 
muscle-making foods. 
They should lie 
supplied abundantly, and at a reasonable 
cost, if we will only study to do so. Shall 
we raise less corn, then? Not at all. The 
corn crop is the best of all we raised, and 
let the word be “ more,” rather than less. 
We need it all, but we must not forget 
that protein is somewhat lacking in corn. 
We may compare our corn to the brick 
which go into a building, and the protein 
foods to the mortar which cements the 
brick together. He who would lay up 
brick without mortar builds foolishly, 
and his house will tumble. 
Breed­ 
ing sows should have only a small 
allowance of corn, the feed being mainly 
that which will go to give their younggood 
sound bodies.

The charcoal 
is given in the same relative quantities as 
the ground meat. For supper allow all 
they will eat of some fattening grain—say 
corn and buckwheat, with wheat occa­ 
sionally. 
As the amount of focal they can pick for 
themselves decreases with the approach of 
winter, more must he provided at home— 
not large feeds at a time, but more meals 
a day. Add a dinner of the mixture fed 
in the morning. At first this noon feed 
need not be a full meal, but only a lunch 
to ward oft hunger till supper time. As 
the weather becomes more severe and 
foraging is over, gradually increase it. 
Tliis amount of food is sufficient to winter 
turkeys not intended for market. 
Two or three weeks before the time you 
have decided ujxin for marketing the tur­ 
keys, remove from the flock those you de­ 
sire for next year’s breeding. Fattening 
these is injurious to them, and a waste of 
food beside. Give those destined for mar­ 
ket a leed of boiled potatoes and mush 
immediately after daylight, anil again at 
10 and 2 o’clock. 1 feed all they will eat 
at the time, but never enough to leave 
any lying around. Continue the charcoal 
as before, and give the chopped vegetables 
in their soft food only once daily. Just 
before dark give a feed of shelled corn, 
once a week substituting for it buckwheat, 
by way of variety. 
Never confine fattening turkeys to small 
pens ; they gain far better on their accus­ 
tomed range. I allow my flock entire 
freedom, but when they are given plenty 
of good feed at home they seldom stray far 
from it. Lastly, in the feeding inclosure 
have these two things; a heap of gravel 
and clean vessels, filled with pure water 
and sweet milk. 
P reventing D eterioration in Sm all Fruits. 
J. M. Smith, in his paper on this sub­ 
ject before the American Pomological 
Society, disputes the necessity of deterior­ 
ation. The wild strawberry of the woods is 
probably no better nor no worse than it was 
2,000 years ago. Wild fruits do not de­ 
teriorate or become extinct. The tend­ 
ency of an improved strawberry is to revert 
to its original type; this can lie prevented, 
however, by holding up its character by 
highest cultivation, etc. The fancy ber­ 
ries, petted under highest culture, give 
good results, but fall in the hands of the 
common cultivator. The Wilson used to 
be the queen of strawberries. Now it is 
failing in many sections. Why? All im­ 
proved varieties, in order to succeed, should 
have the same conditions under which 
they originated. The Wilson needs good 
soil and frequent renewal. 
Change of 
soil may be needed 
also. 
These 
conditions 
are 
absolutely 
nec­ 
essary. 
Plants 
have 
to 
be sold 
too cheap; hence are often poorly grown 
and poorly packed. Poor plant’s, set in 
poor and poorly-cared-for soil, unprotected, 
struggle along "for a few years; but finally 
result in almost utter failure. The run­ 
ners of these jioor, sickly, starved plants 
are planted again. This" has been going 
on for about thirty years, and everybody 
cries: “ The W i Ison is no longer a suc­ 
cess !” Under the circumstances it is a 
wonder only that it has stood so long. Our 
ignorance, our carelessness, our stupidity 
and neglect have caused its destruction. 
Now let us try another treatment. Take 
young, vigorous runners from healthy 
plants, pick off the first blossoms, give 
highest cultivation, gather one crop and 
replant in some other place. Under this 
treatment the Wilson does not “ run out,” 
but seems to improve. Give each variety 
of small fruit such soil, food, care and pro­ 
tection as it requires, or suffer the conse­ 
quences. 
A New T reatm ent for Consum ption. 
The star of Bergeon’s treatment is wan­ 
ning a little, new forms of cure for tuber­ 
cular patients are being found with un­ 
abated vigor, and M. Garciu comes to the 
front with hydrofluroic acid. This new 
method consists in placing phthisical 
patients for an hour every day in a small 
cabinet which contains six rubic meters of 
air that is saturated with hvdrofluroic 
acid. This saturation is obtained by 
pumping a current of air throuph a gutta­ 
percha lwttle that contains 100 grains of 
the acid to 300 grams of distilled water. 
The quantity of air is renewed every fifteen 
minutes as the eflect is quickly exhausted. 
The system lias been tried for a year past 
in a numlier of cabinets that M. Garcin 
has had fitted up in a room in his own 
house, and during the month ol August 
100 patients were submitted to the treat­ 
ment. Of this number fourteen remained 
as liefore, 41 were improved, and 35 were 
cured, while 10died. It is stated that un­ 
der this form of medication the attacks of 
coughing diminish and finally ccaso. The 
Koch bacilli cannot resist this acid, as they 
at first are found to diminish in number 
and soon they no longer segment; at last 
they entirely disappear from the secretions. 
The general state of all the patients was 
much improved, the appetite was increased, 
the night sweats ceased, and some patients 
treated over a year ago remain well. It 
seems that the workmen at the celebrated 
glass manufactory at Baccaret had first 
noticed that the hydrofluoric acid they em- ¡ 
ployed had good effects on the health 
of consumptive persons.— Paris Letter in 
New York Medical Journal.

M e a su r e o f L a n d V a l u e s.— The Oro- 
ville Register, discoursing of land values, 
sensibly maintains that land is worth just 
what it will pay a fair interest upon, not a 
cent more, and the amount it will pay de­ 
pends upon what the land is adapted to.

T he M anner and E xtent In 
Carried On. 
A correspondent of Das HandeU-Mu- 
seum, of Vienna, says that for centuries 
Zanzibar was the chief mart of ivory, 
which was formerly brought partly from 
the coast, partly from the interior. But 
with the increased consumption and value 
of that article, elephants are being exter­ 
minated and have to be sought far awav 
in the interior, to the west of Tanganyika 
and northwest of Victoria Nyanza. The 
chief trading center in the interior is 
Tabara, in Myamwesi, where various car­ 
avan routes meet. The practice at present 
is for Indian traders to equip a caravan in 
Zanzibar and place it in charge of an ex­ 
perienced and trustworthy Arab, who takes 
it from Bagamoyo, opposite Zanzibar, to 
Tabara. If he finds enough ivory there he 
exchanges g o o d s which he has brought for 
the purpose, and starts on the return jour­ 
ney ; lint, as a rule, the caravan has to go 
farther, and by the information he receives 
from returning caravans the conductor 
judges where he can go with most chance 
of speedy success. 
Large quantities of ivory are usually in 
the hands of native chiefs, with whom it 
is a kind of treasure, aud sometimes, it is 
said, the Arab conductors, who are usually 
accompanied by well-armed escorts, will 
make war on a chief, seize his ivory and 
sell his people into slavery. If force can­ 
not he used, the trader must patiently pur­ 
chase small quantities from time to time 
as occasion arises, and sometimes he is 
forced to wait for years in the interior lie- 
fore he i an part with all his merchandise 
and obtain his loads of ivory. The greater 
part of the ivory arrives in Zanzibar in 
July and August; the Indian merchants 
go to Bagamoyo to meet their conductors, 
and then a settlement takes place. The 
cost of the caravan, with 15 per cent, per 
annum, is charged to the Arab, the Indian 
takes the ivory, sells It on account jf the 
Arab, and pays the latter the balance. Ar­ 
rived in Zanzibar, the ivory is either sent 
by the Indian merchants direct to Bombav 
or tc London, or it is sold to Hamburg or 
American merchants on|the spot. 
The trade, therefore, is wholly in the 
hands of Indian merchants; but the ad­ 
vantage of having agents of the European 
merchants in Tabara to purchase ivory 
systematically and forward it to the coast 
has been discussed in Zanzibar, and one 
Hamburg firm there decided to try it. A 
cir..van under two Germans was dis­ 
patched to Tabara, where one was to re­ 
main and establish a branch, while the 
other pushed on to Uganda, so as tib e 
able to purchase at first hand. One died 
soon afterwards, and the other fell ill and 
was forced to return. The close connec­ 
tion between the ivory and the slave, trade 
in the interior must always act as a hin­ 
drance to Europeans trading at first hand 
in ivory. The Arabs usually transport the 
ivory to the coast by means of natives 
whom they have enslaved or purchased at 
very low prices, and then can sell the lat­ 
ter on the coast at a jirofit of ten dollars 
ahead. European traders, on the other 
hand, must pay the bearers live dollars a 
month, and an arm’s length of cotton stuff 
per day.

$10 or $15 an acre. Set to peaches, plums, 
prunes or grapes, the returns would send 
the value of the laud vastly higher than 
tlie wheat lands of the vallev. Set to the 
olive, orange or fig, the value would be 
double the $300 alfalfa land. Hence it is 
that production and not richness of soil de­ 
termines the true value of all land. 
A R a ilro a d P ro blem .—The follow­ 
ing, called a railroad problem, is going the 
rounds: A freight train one mile in length 
stopped with the caboose just opjiosite the 
depot. The conductor got orders to move 
his train to the next station, which was 
just five miles distant. He gave the en­ 
gineer the order to move, which the latter 
did while the conductor walked over ahead 
on top of the cars, and got there just as the 
engine arrived at the next station, where 
he got off. The question is, how far did 
he walk ; or, as he was walking during the 
entire five miles, did he ride at all?—Chi­ 
cago Sews. 
Half an ounce of ground quassia steeped 
in a pint of vinegar is said to eradicate the 
craving for liquor. A teaspoonfui of the 
solution in a little water is to be drank 
whenever the liquor thirst comes vio­ 
lently, but finally the craving citases en­ 
tirely.

The export from Mozambique and the 
North and South Somali Coasts is com­ 
paratively small. The best ivory is used 
for the manufacture of billiard balls; the 
inferior sorts are converted into kuile- 
handles, ornaments, etc.

ail the more quickly to become smothered 
in ashes. It would seem that vital pro­ 
cesses are mu-h more readily arrested by 
the accumulation of waste products within 
the organs of the body than bv the want 
of nutriment of the organs themselves.— 
Dr. T. Lander Brunton. 


A Japan ese C hem ist's Shop. 
1 he quaint old man whose loyal adher­ 
ence to the customs of his ancestors af­ 
forded me such an interesting illustration 
both of old Japan and old Britain was a 
seller of curoyakie—i. e., carbonized ani­ 
mals ; iu other words, animals reduced to 
charcoal, and potted in small covered jars 
of earthenware, to be sold as medicine for 
the sick and suffering. Formerly all these 
animals were kept alive in the back prem­ 
ises, and customers selected the creature 
for themselves, and stood by to see it killed 
and burned on the spot, so that there could 
he no deception, and no doubt as to the 
freshness of charred medicine. Doubtless 
some insensible foreign influence may ac­ 
count lor the disappearance of the" me­ 
nagerie of waiting victims and their cre­ 
mation ground ; now the zoological back 
yard had vanished, and only the strange 
chemist’s shop remains, like a well-stored 
museum, wherein are ranged portions of the 
dried carcasses of dogs and deer, foxes and 
badgers, rats and mice, toads and frogs, 
tigers and elephants. The rarer the ani­ 
mal, and the further it has traveled, the 
more precious apparently are its virtues. 
From the roof hung festoons of gigantic 
snake skins, which certainly were foreign 
importations from some land where pyth­ 
ons flourish, Japan being happily exempt 
from the presence of such beautiful mon­ 
sters. I saw one very fine piece of a skin, 
which, though badly dried and much 
shrunken, measured twenty-six inches 
across, but it was only a fragment ten feet 
in length, and was being gradually con­ 
sumed, inch by inch, to lenu mystic virtue 
to compounds of many strange ingredi­ 
ents. I was told that the perfect skin 
must have measured very nearly fifty feet 
in length. 1 saw another fragment twen­ 
ty-two feet long and twelve inches wide; 
this also had evidently shrunk considera­ 
bly in drying, and must, when in life, have 
been a very line specimen.—Popular Science 
Monthly. 
H ow Seeds a te F orm ed. 
At a recent meeting of the American 
Florists, Mr. Thorpe wasasked to illustrate 
the method of cross-fertilization, and com­ 
plied, gathering some gladiolus, begonia 
and abutilón blossoms from the show 
plants to illustrate. He explained that 
some flowers hail both stamens and pistils. 
The stamens were the little stalks within 
the flower that bore the fine dust called 
pollen. The pistil is a slender stalk, which 
is slightly sticky on the end, to which the 
pollen adheres when dusted on by the 
wind, carried by insects or applied "artifi­ 
cially with a brush. The application of 
]>ollen at the right time results in its fruc­ 
tification of bloom, and the growth of seed. 
Illustrating artificial cross-fertilization, 
Mr. T. took a gladiolus bloom, cut away 
the stamens, and then selecting a bloom 
of different color, cut off some stamens 
and rubbed them over the stigma 
of the flower fir.-t deprived of its stamens, 
lie showed 4iow the flowers of tlie begonia 
differed on the same plant, some having 
only the female organ (the pistil) and 
others the male organs and stamens. In 
this case cross-fertilization consisted of 
rubbing one flower ujion another of the 
opposite sex, and then protecting the fertil­ 
ized bloom from the access of insects that 
might bring pollen from another flower to 
mix with it. 
He illustrated a curious 
mehodsof nature in fertilizing the abutilón, 
which belongs to the mallow family. The 
stamens, as he showed, were in a clump at 
the end of the tube that incloses the pistil. 
The smooth sides of the bell-shaped flow­ 
ers hanging down precluded much help 
from insects, and so it was arranged that 
during the twenty-four hours, when the 
flower is capable of impregnation, the 
pistils rapidly grow out through the bunch 
of stamens and are smeared with fertilizing 
dust. 
Life-Saving: A pparatus o í R eindeer Ilair. 
A Norwegian engineer, Herr \\\ (’. 
Moller, of Drammen, Norway, having had 
his attention drawn to the extreme buoy­ 
ancy of reindeer hair, has succeeded iu 
constructing various articles of this ma­ 
terial for life-saving at sea, with which 
some interesting experiments were recently 
made. The first life-saving object trieil 
was one which can lie used on board ship, 
asa chair, bedstead or couch,hut which, in 
case of need, may be converted into a 
small lioat. This apparatus was found 
capable of supporting three full-grown 
men in the water, although only intended 
to bear two. Another object tried ivas a 
suit made entirely of reindeer hair, and 
covering the entire body except the face, 
and in which a man floated on the water 
without having to make the slightest 
movement. It was found perfectly im­ 
possible to dive in tlie dress. The"third 
object tried was a door-mat made of rein­ 
deer hair, and this supported a man easilv, 
although he was dressed iu full out-door 
clothing. On comparing life belts made of 
reindeer hair with similar ones made of 
cork, it was found that the former were 
much lighter than the latter—a very im­ 
portant advantage to an exhausted drown­ 
ing person when he has to put it on in tlie 
water. Herr Muller’s assertion that rein­ 
deer hair is capable of supporting a weight 
ten times its own was fully borne out by 
these experiments. It should lie pointed 
out that jackets, belts, etc., made of rein­ 
deer hair are soft and pliable, and that 
tliev impart a good deal of warmth.— 
London Iron. 


D isorder of D igestion. 
All the vital functions are more or less 
processes of combustion, and they are sule 
ject to laws similar to those which regulate 
the burning of coal iu our fireplaces. The 
reason why we allow our fires to burn low 
or go out altogether is that we put on too 
much coal or that we allow them to he 
smothered in ashes.

SHALL WE HAVE COMMERCIAL UNION 
WITH CANADA. 
Mr. Kdwartl Atkinson proposes that the 
United States Government buy New Bruns 
wick, Nova Scotia, Cape Breton, and the 
Prince Edward Islands. The sum he fixes 
upon as necessary for the purchase is $50,- 
000,000. The New Brunswick and the 
New England press, in the main, favor the 
proposition. But there is no likelihood 
that the scheme will he consummated. The 
people of New Brunswick and Cape Breton 
would certainly favor it, hut there is no in 
dication that those of Nova Scotia approve 
of annexation by purchase or otherwise. 
The American people have had no op­ 
portunity to express their views on any 
• ptostion of purchase, hut we believe the 
burden of public sentiment would be op­ 
posed to the proposition. While it would 
settle the fishery question effectually, it 
would attach to us a jiopulation wholly 
foreign to our political system, and which 
could not be adapted to it in two or three 
generations. The chief obstacle, however, 
is the opposition of the English Govern­ 
ment. Tories would never consent, and it 
is probable all parties would unite upon 
that question. Mr. Chamberlain, sent out 
to us- t<> adjust the fishing bank quarrel, 
opposes even a reciprocal relation under 
treaty unless it includes England, and the 
“ protection” sentiment here will not con­ 
sent to it going to that extent. 
A vigorous effort is being made, how­ 
ever, to establish commercial union with 
Canada, and what may be said in favor of 
ii was best said by Erastns Wiman before 
the Commercial Chambers of Detroit and 
Buffalo last summer. That gentleman, in 
an address two hours in length, stated the 
case fully for the affirmative.

As there 
would be no trade between the people of 
the two sections except they found it to be 
to their advantage, a license, he holds, is 
in the nature of the exaction, such as in 
ancient days Governments demanded for 
grants of trading privileges. Of course, 
this appears to be an ¡issault upon protec­ 
tion in its citadel; but that is precisely 
what the commercial unionists deny they 
are doing, holding, as they do, that the 
conditions in this ease do not exist that 
justify protection generally. The condi­ 
tions of the two countries, they hold, are 
similar, the distinctions, indeed, l>eing but 
nominal; the two trade for mutual ad­ 
vantage, and barriers, therefore, are un­ 
justifiable. 
So far as Canada's independence and re­ 
lation to the British Empire enters into 
the question, the unionists hold that 
Canada is commercially independent to­ 
day. Exacting as she does duties from 
English goods, as well as upon those from 
Germany and the United States, she is 
constantly demonstrating her commercial 
independence, and her power to tax is 
proof sufficient. 
Having this power as to continental and 
English imports, she is then competent to 
tm m a commercial union with tier nearest 
m ighbor, separated from her only by a 
' cry narrow boundary. Canada can, there­ 
fore, accomplish the union by adopting 
tariff uniform with that of the United 
¡states, as against all the rest of tin* world, 
and the result would be that around the 
wnole continent of North America there 
w mid be erected a uniform customs line, 
vhile v. thin the continent trade would 
cob and flow natural.'- and without im­ 
pediments created bv a political barrier. 
Not only, said Mr. Wiman, will Canada 
in such a consummation realize her highest 
h me of growth, but the United States of 
America will be equally blessed, and 
where now parts of the continent arc in­ 
accessible to its people, there would be 
thrown open to them potentialities of 
wealth beyond the confines of our own 
land, and thus vastly enlarge the possi­ 
bilities of contributions to the greatness of 
the Republic. 
Canada has 0,000 miles of coast fishing 
fields, limitless forests of timber which we 
need greatly to draw upon; nickel and 
other mineral wealth, mountains of phos­ 
phates and miles upon miles of coal de­ 
posits. All these are near to the centers 
of manufacture and trade in the United 
States. Continues Mr. Wiman : 
The truest and highest patriotism on both 
sides of the border is to pursue that policy 
which wiil to the greatest extent benefit each 
country. and in all the range of human cir 
cumstanees it is impossible to conceive of an 
event of greater significance, to be followed by 
consequences more beneficent, than theopcti- 
ing up of the vest stores ol wealth in the 
Nortnern Continent, and the freest commercial 
intercourse be "ten all i*ortioas of this, 
heaven's last best gift to mankind. One cannot 
re-i-t coastautly quoting those seer-like words 
of Emerson, when he said : •• We live in a new 
and exceptional age. America is a new name 
*u,r opportunity. Its whole history appears like 
a last effort of Divine Pr o ¡deuce in beha't of 
the human race." It remains with the people 
. to whom these words were uttered, aud whose 
good fortune it is to live ia this age and fa this 
America, to say whether tl ey will oonteut 
themselves wilt on halt of what God has pro­ 
vided for their b netit . whether antiquated and 
utterly unnecessary forms of taxation shall he 
pennit’ed .o-ugerto erect such barriers, such a 
dividing hue between the inhabitants of this 
great contrae tit that its riches mav be onlv par­ 
tially conferred, and that the efl'brt of divine 
uioutaon shall remain tobe defeated b>- the 
telSshness, or the stupidity ol man. 
He then pro ,.eds to point out that time 
and circumstances are favorable to com­ 
mercial caitv or reciprocity. To the 1 aid 
proposition tlint Canada *hall discriminate 
against the country to which she owes 
allegiance, he replies that Canada onlv 
nominally belongs to Great Britain, and in 
reality belongs to herself; that being in 
all essential respects commercially inde­ 
pendent, she is, in fact, but in name part 
and parcel of the British Empire. She 
has adopted a trade policy diatnets ¡call v 
opposed to that of Great Britain and to 
the Ínteres:-; of British manufacturers, and 
it will be no greater departure for her to 
say to the United States: 


1 have great "stores of products that you 
Sieatty need. You are my next door neighbor, 


and your markets arc absolutely necessary for 
the development of these products. I need the 
capital and enterprise ot your people to do as 
much for me as you have done for Michigan and 
other commonwealths. I will agree t«* tax all 
the outside world as hieli as you do, and admit 
all that yon have to offer me free, if you will 
admit all that I have to offer you on the same 
terms. 
In 1880 English goods came into Caca la 
to the extent of $40,001,000, paying a duty 
of $7,817,000, or 19J cents on the dollar. 
In the same period she imported from the 
1 nited States $44,868,000, yielding duties 
of $0,790,000, or a little more than 15 
cents on the dollar. Mr. Wiman on this 
point says: 
Not only were the goods imported from the 
United states over those from Great Britain, 
four millions in excess, hut the rate of duty ex­ 
acted absolutely averaged four per tent less. 
The Dominon, in 18Sti. imported of free goods 
from England, $10,215 TOO. w hile from the tiuited 
States the free goods brought in were $15,19S,000. 
These figures go to show that the existing tariff', 
while it appears as uniform against all 
countries, nevertheless is a practical discrim­ 
ination in favor of the United States. 
As to the method of accomplishing this 
commercial union, it is claimed by its ad­ 
vocates that no diplomacy is necessary, 
that Canada possesses all the rights and 
all the powers necessary to enter into a 
commercial partnership with the United 
States. Parliament, by appropriate legis­ 
lation, and Congress hv like action on our 
side, can do the work, without treaty or 
commissions or any weary waiting. True, 
the Governor-General would forward such 
measures to the Home Government for ap­ 
proval, but it is held that 
there need he no fear that disallowance by 
the English Government would be the fate in 
store for a measure which would to manifestly 
benefit Canuda as that creating a commercial 
alliance between five millions of her own peo­ 
ple on one side. and sixty millions of Euglish- 
sl^aking people of the United ¡States on -the 
other. It might be that there would be ieluct- 
ance in yielding to such a demand in view of 
the discrimination against English goods, and 
the few hundred English manufacturers inter­ 
ested would no doubt earnestly protest, but as 
it could be shown that the measure was oí in­ 
calculable benefit to Canada and all her jieople, 
there would be no lack of heartiness in the 
eventual consent of the British authorities. If 
it could be understood that even the British 
manufacturer would m the CDd be benefited by 
the increased power to buy and pay for goods 
they have to sell; if it could be shown that as a 
result of the unification of the two tariffs of 
North America, that of Ganada liad been ad­ 
vanced live per cent., affecting only five mill­ 
ions of people, while a corresponding reduction 
had taken place on the tariff' of the United 
States, affecting sixty millions of people, hos­ 
tility would be disarmed 
Concerning the objection that commer­ 
cial reciprocity would lead to political 
union, it is replied that trade never rec­ 
ognizes jiolitical boundaries; that forms of 
government have nothing whatever to do 
with the quality of iron which Canada 
possesses up the \ alley of the Trent, and 
which she is very anxious should he sent 
to Cleveland to lie smelted and marketed 
for iter. The coal which Ontario wants, 
and wants badly from Pennsylvania, pos­ 
sesses no greater advantage because it was 
mined under a republic and is to l>e con­ 
sumed under a monarchy. So with every­ 
thing else. The same profit that comes 
with the vast internal trade between the 
States would come with trade between the 
States and Canada, if all the barriers be­ 
tween the two countries were removed. 
Sup]>ose that Canada really sought for 
admission to the Union, which she is not 
doing and is not likely to do, the chief 
advantage which would come to her 
would be that which would result from an 
open market among sixty millions of 
people for her products. The advantage 
to the United States would be, if Canada 
were admitted to the Union, simply to 
make Canadian products freely accessible, 
and under commercial union this would 
follow just as freely as hy political absorp­ 
tion. 
It is not necessary to pursue the review 
of the arguments at greater length. They 
are forcible, and certainly address them­ 
selves to reason. They should not antag­ 
onize the protection sentiment, since it 
does not involve the principle ujton which 
that policy is based, the conditions are so 
widely diflbrent from those that obtain in 
relation to distant countries. 
Annexation, as we some months ago set 
out, we do no believe is wise or probable; 
Canadian loyalty forbids it, Canadian in- 
dejiendem-e is opposed to it, Canadian pol­ 
itics view it with the utmost disfavor. It 
is not a necessity for either country, and 
it is not likely at any time to be consum­ 
mated. But commercially there does not 
appear to lie any reason so strong against 
as there is for broad reciprocal relations 
between Canada and the United States. 
Certainly the benefit to us would be 
greater than to Canada, but her gain 
would fully compensate for the concession. 
She annually sends us a heavy immigra­ 
tion ; her people mingle freely with ours; 
her products we desire; ours are sought bv 
Canada; only a tariff barrier prevents 
their exchange without a tax laid upon ! 
the consumers. 
The New York Chamber of Com­ 
merce has appointed a committee to pre­ 
sent the whole subject to the British Com­ 
mission, of which Mr. Chamberlain is the 
head. lie will hear the committee, but it 
is unlikely that he will concur with it. 
He is known to be ojqiosed to the scheme, 
and in that respect to represent the senti­ 
ment of his party. He believes, and has 
so stated, that it would not lie worth while 
for England to hold Canada as a province 
if site were to unite in a commercial treaty 
with the United States from which Great 
Britain would lie excluded. So long as he 
adheres to such views, nothing can be 
hoped for from that quarter. But there is 
every reason to believe that the irresisti­ 
ble trend of events, and the pressing of 
trade will eventually bring about the 
union the commercial men of the East are 
now so urgently advocating. 
FORECASTS BY A STRANGER. 
At the annual banquet of the New York 
Chamber of Commerce Joseph Chamber­ 
lain, M. P., now in this country to arrange 
for peaceful settlement of the Fishery dis­ 
pute, took occasion to say : 
I believe that there is no country in which 
private munificence is on a larger scale; in 
which the obligations which attach to the pos­ 
session of wealth arc more properly or more 
generously ree >gnize<i. Your charities, your 
educational aud public institutions all bear wit­ 
ness to the readiness with which money is be­ 
stowed iu America to every philanthropic pur­ 
pose. 
But, gentlemen, alter all, your greatest secur­ 
ity in the trouble which may come to you lies in 
the innate reverence for law which distinguishes 
the American people. How could it be other­ 
wise? Your citizens make ypur laws. They 
ami ud them when defective. They repeal them 
when they are bad. The law is the deliberate 
expression of the national will. It is the only 
alternative for a lapse into a state of barbarism 
iu which every man s hand would lie against 
his neighbor s Iu my own country I am ac­ 
counted a Radical and a democrat of rather an 
extreme type. 
1 do not "repel the soft impeach- , 
meat.” But I have always held there are three ; 
cardinal conditions of trae democracy. First, ; 
that it should make the law s: sceoud, that it 
should respect them : third, that it should see 
them observed. 
1 am coufldent that these three ¡ 
conditions will ever exist in American society. I 
Therefore it is that I augur for you a continued ; 
future of uni nterrupted peace aud prosperity. 
These sensible words are commended to 
the pessimists who hold that the American 
nation is on the downward road io the 
“demnitiun bow-wows,” and likewise to the 
Anarchist and Socialist agitators, who look 
upon the American state only as an ob­ 
ject to be destroyed. If these people are 
capable of learning the lessons of historv, 
they must perceive that the people of this 
Republic are capable of meeting and set­ 
tling, by the [lower of the ballot and the 
irrepressible force of public opinioo, every 
great question that arises. The marrow of 
our system is the rule by self—every man is 
a sovereign, and no man is a subject 


in this land. The law is the expressed 
will of the people, and it will, perhaps 
slowly, eventually conform to every calm 
resolution of the American sovereigns. 
The duty of every man to obey and uphold 
the law is lost sight of by not a few native- 
born citizens, and is wholly ignored by 
those radical importations that have been 
taught by the rigor of European monarch­ 
ies that the the law is but an instrument 
of oppression, and therefore at all times to 
lie antagonized and broken down. Tbe 
safety of the republic dwells in duty-doing 
by its sovereigns; precisely as they neglect 
political obligation; will the guards of 
liberty prove weak and ineffectual. Mr. 
Chamberlain believes that we will always 
be able, because of the respect entertained 
for the laws, to insure to ourselves unin­ 
terrupted peace and prosperity. So we 
will, as long as the conditions recited by 
him are kept in view, and we preserve re­ 
spect for the laws and a determination to see 
them observed. There is hut one direction 
in which we need to exert our political 
energies, and that is iu untiring vigilance 
in preventing the decline of the law-re­ 
specting spirit. Let Anarchists and Social­ 
ists rail at their pleasure, and to their full 
bent. We show them by toleration that 
the American people do not fear their 
preaching; but the instant they put foot 
beyond the line that divides observance of 
the laws from lawlessness, let them be 
visited with the full penalties pre­ 
scribed for such transgression. 
There 
is, and 
can 
be no better method 
employed to defeat their sinister designs. 
We can aiford to permit them to parade, 
to shout and denounce; the strength of 
our system is such that we need not fear 
these proselyting labors. But whenever 
they go beyond these methods of per­ 
suasion and attempt to apply rack and 
thumbscrew in order to control American 
public opinion; to threaten with bomb 
and torch and sword those who do not ad­ 
here to them, they ought to be told that 
they are treading upon the border land of 
crime, and tire in danger of the law they 
assume to despise. If still they advance, 
let them be treated as are ordinary crimi­ 
nals, and the capacity of our system to 
deal with them without further narrowing 
the bounds of personal liberty be solemnly 
demonstrated. 


FROM THE SPIRIT LAND. 
A St. Louis spiritualist has established 
communication with Lingg, who says he is 
busy identifying himself, and that there 
are four dim spirits about him he cannot 
locate. Lingg is quoted as saying of Prud- 
hon, the French Socialist, that the hitter’s 
use of the word anarchy has been misap­ 
prehended, aud that by it he merely meant 
to designate opposition to the controlling 
tendencies of the French Government. 
This will prove a rather startling revela­ 
tion to the remaining Chicago Anarchists. 
As they believe in most of the off-sided 
isms of the day, they are probably pre­ 
pared to accept this word from the “ spirit 
land ” as verity. If, after ail, they shall 
be convinced through the instrumentality 
of a talile-tipper that they have misunder­ 
stood their own creed the world will be 
under obligations to spiritualism. It ap- 
[iears that I’rudhon’s spirit was the first to 
greet Lingg on his disembodied part reach­ 
ing the unknown land, and it promptly 
told him that he and his colleagues were 
all wrong; “ that destroying the State is 
impossible nonsense, and that all he wished 
was a localized and not a centralized gov­ 
ernment.” It was Liugg’s conclusion there­ 
upon that [icople should be more particu­ 
lar in their use of terms, “ as loose language 
by brilliant writers leads to trouble.” This 
is a bit of wisdom that ought to have due 
weight with the radical Socialists. It may 
have the effect of teaching them that the 
State can never he destroyed—in some 
form it must exist. Tear down the present 
structure and another will arise upon its 
ruins. The puzzle is, how Lingg is able 
to communicate with earth, while Prud- 
hon, who has been so much longer in the 
“ hereafter” has not found it possible to 
notify his followers of their grievous error. 
The same medium who secured the com­ 
munication from Lingg through other 
agencies spiritualistic received the follow­ 
ing news concerning the other Chicago 
Anarchists whose lights went out so sud­ 
denly on the 11th inst.: 
They are swearing vengeance now, but they 
have not yet been able to identify themselves : 
they begin to know us, but do not know one an­ 
other, and are yet incapable of concert of action. 
It will be a long while before they can make 
their influence felt upon earth. 
To say the least, this is gratifying intel­ 
ligence. 
OUR TWO ARMIES. 
General Sheridan asks that the stand­ 
ing army be increased by tlie addition of 
5.000 men. His request ought to be com­ 
plied with. LTnder our present system it 
is almost impossible to preserve the organ­ 
ization of regiments. 
The exigencies of 
garrisoning require a distribution of troojis 
that breaks up the smallest organizations 
we have above companies, and in most 
cases the companies are sadly scattered. 
We are told of one old Captain who has 
been many years in the service liut has 
never had his full company together, and 
under the present system never will. The 
usefulness of the army will be greatly in­ 
creased by the asked for addition and will 
enable three or four regiments at a time to 
be brought into true regimental organiza­ 
tion and trained as such for the time of 
need. The enlargement the General asks 
for is not such as to awaken any fears of a 
strong standing army. The posts of the 
United States are so numerous and so 
widely scattered over such an immense 
area, that there is alisolute necessity for 
more men to give us even skeleton gar­ 
risons. Japan with hut 13,000.000 main­ 
tains a standing array of 80,000, but even 
there the force is barely sufficient to garri­ 
son her coast posts. We arc safe, however, 
in assuming that Congress will decline to 
provide for 5,000 additional men to make 
our force 30,000. Probably General Sheri­ 
dan realizes this, for in tbe same breath 
he urges Congress to lie more liberal 
towards the National Guard. If he can­ 
not have more men in the regular force, he 
at 
least 
wishes 
the 
militia to 
be (letter equipped, 
more generallv 
organized, 
and 
lietter 
armed. 
In 
times 
of 
peace 
it 
is 
difficult 
enough to keep up a show of militia or­ 
ganization, and unless the Federal Gov­ 
ernment complies with the request of the 
General the Guard will decline in efficiency, 
for the States grant it but meager aid, and 
a large portion of the public look upon it 
with indifference. 
When the lawless 
spirit takes the bit in its teeth, however, 
in some of the great centers of population, 
there will be a frenzied call’ for the Na­ 
tional Guard, and property interests will 
protest against its weakness and poor 
equipment. In this State there are regi­ 
ments armed with rifles that are practically 
worthless, and it is scarcely possible to put 
1.000 guardsmen into the field uniformly 
armed or decent!'- accoutred. It is the 


worst policy imaginable to allow the or­ 
ganized militia to fall into a decline, and ; 
on this point General Sheridan is clear- ; 
sighted. He knows better than any living : 
man, if we except only Sherman, what a I 
fearful cost is involved "hen necessity ! 
makes a call, to organize an army out of I 
raw recruits. 
True economy advises i 
that the militia organizations be kept up ; 
to a high standard, that when need de- ¡ 
mauds there may be a force that can lie re- 
liedapon for instant action. Where such 
a force is composed of citizens of every day 
business life, there is not only no danger 
of over cultivation of the military spirit, 
but there is absolute conservaiion of peace 
and order by the thoroughness with which 
the militia is organized, drilled and tanght 
in the school of the soldier. With a war 
upon our hands there would he no need to 
stimulate the military spirit, but in piping 
peace it is necessary that the Government 
and the people manifest an approving in­ 
terest in the men who. without reward or 
the hcpe of it, maintain the National 
Guard organizations. 
Except in New 
York 
and Massachusetts, the States 
do comparatively little to encourage the 
training of citizen soldiers, and the people 
individually do less, and manifest very lit­ 
tle interest in the Guard. Yet it is true 
that its existence is one of the factors of 
order, and when lawlessness threatens, the 
people turn to the militia organizations 
and anxiously inquire into their strength, 
arms and efficiency. The fathers were 
more far-sighted than we of this day. They 
realized that a well-organized militia force 
is essential to the peace and order of com­ 
munities, and they so expressed their con­ 
victions in the source and fountain of our 
free system. General Sheridan is no 
holiday soldier; he is not wholly free 
from the pride of his station and the ex­ 
clusiveness that afflicts the regular army 
officer; but he is wise enough to know and 
express his appreciation of the organized 
militia, and to urge upon Congress the ne­ 
cessity of fostering it. 
A correspo n d en t very pointedly asks 
in the Cleveland Leader why frauds against 
the ballot-box and the rights of the freed- 
rnen are allowed to go unpunished in the 
South. The Leader refers the inquirer to 
President Cleveland, and proceeds to 
charge that few of the Senators or Repre­ 
sentatives in Congress from the South have 
any legal right to their seats, because of 
the frauds perpetrated through which they 
gained their places. This is putting it 
very strongly, and dealing extravagantly 
with a subject grave enough at best. 
Nevertheless, it is unquestionably true 
that we would have different results if the 
negro vote in the South was wholly free 
from coercive influences. 
If the black 
man remains away from the polls through 
fear of injury to his business, or depriva­ 
tion of employment, or from fear of per­ 
sonal violence, or of [lersecution, the elec­ 
tion is not thereby invalidated. If he Ls 
by personal application of force prevented 
from voting, that is such interference as 
ought to negative the victory of his foes. 
But in morals the cases are on all fours, 
and it is shameful that it is true the negro 
vote is not given full and free ojqiortunity 
to express itself; and the Democratic party 
is the body which the country must hold 
responsible for the shame. The Leader 
says: 
No despot anywhere in Europe has, during 
the past century at least, been guilty of such 
crimes against the people as the jiolitical oli­ 
garchy of the South, whether, as our corre­ 
spondent asks, “ we are arraut cowurds” in 
submitting to these wrongs, is easily answered. 
No one familiar with American history will 
accuse the people of the North of cowardice. 
They may be slow to move, but they will not 
much longer sleep under the spell of Southern 
despotism. The representation of the South iu 
Congress and in the Electoral College will be 
cut down or Southern Republicans will be given 
an honest vote and it fair count. The Demo­ 
cratic party in the North is directly responsible 
for these wrongs in the South. It excuses them, 
defends their perpetrators, accepts the political 
triumphs which they procure, aud does all iu 
its power to perpetuate them The first step to 
lie taken in overthrowing the Southern oli­ 
garchy is to defeat the Democratic partv iu the 
North. 


C o n g ressm an M o rro w is authority, 
according to the San Francisco Call, for 
the statement that the California delega­ 
tion is agreed upon a proposition it will 
submit to Congress for treaty action and 
legislation that will make restriction of 
Chinese immigration a reality, and remove 
it from the realm of the farcical. There 
is reason to entertain hope that Congress 
will accede to the wishes of the California 
delegation. Public opinion at the East 
has undergone a great and favorable 
change upon the Chinese question, and it 
has liecn modified here in its manifesta­ 
tions. We now witness the effort being 
intelligently made to shut out the objec­ 
tionable class of Chinese, without there 
being any wild agitation upon the subject. 
The “ sand lot” is silent; there are no 
bowling mobs upon the streets or threaten­ 
ing violence at the steamer landings, but 
the movement to make restriction effective 
has lost none of its vitality. On the con­ 
trary, it is more vigorous and determined 
to-day in its calm and deliberation that at 
any period in the past. 


P re s id e n t G re y y ’s son-in-law, M. W il­ 
son, lias done one thing most effectually; 
he has knocked the poetry and romance 
for the future out of the sentiment attach­ 
ing to the decoration of the “ Legion of 
Honor.” As significant of anything under 
the Republic it has no particular value. 
As the New York Post remarks, it is a 
relic of the days of monarchy, and “ how­ 
ever well adapted to satisfy the cravings 
of French human nature, cannot be prop­ 
erly managed by a republican government. 
What it signified in the beginning, and in 
monarch ial countries signifies to this day, 
is that the wearer has in some way merited 
the special favor of the sovereign. It may 
mean more than this; it may mean that 
he has attained marked eminence in some 
field of human activity, hut it means first 
and foremost, and may mean only, that the 
King or Emperor likes him, or at some 
time wished to gratify him.” 
Tiie Los Angeles Herald say Los An­ 
geles merchants and business men gener­ 
ally need not be informed of the hostile 
animus developed toward their section by 
a very large projiortion of the press in San 
Francisco, and all through the bay coun­ 
ties. This is purile. There is no truth in 
it. 
We have read the Ban Francisco and 
hay press diligently and have failed to dis- 
covet any evidences of animosity against 
the south. We fear that our southern 
friends are apt to estimate all the press as 
enemies that do not devote their columns 
wholly to praise of southern sections. 
Does it every occur to the Los Angeles 
people that local interest should first com­ 
mand the attention of the local press ? 


T h e .Santa Rosa Democrat, remarking 
upon the subject of “scandal-monging” by 
the press, and on which topic the R eco rd - 
L 'nion freely expressed itself a few days 
ago, says that with certain papers of the 
country 
purity is a ton-paying item in the finances of 
■.heir basini*s offices Depravity is more lucra­ 
tive. 
A n d to ffud the uecersaiy nastiness it digs 
into the nauseous details of crime. The un­ 
chaste and noisome tcenes cf matrimonial 


scandals are dished up for the edification of f 
Christianity. The work of the libertine and | 
the degradation—even the lamentations—of his 
debauched and rained vietim is a delicious 
morsel for these buzzards of the press. The 
heart-rending and horrible iuner-particalars of 
seduction—one would tiiink the journalistic 
scavenger would surely stop short of this—are 
laid bare as is the ghastlv dead bodv under the 
surgeon's dissecting knife. *

A correct and concise statement of the exist­ 
ence of crime is the province of the journalist, 
but he can find no extenuation for his crime 
when he seeks to eolor and make capital of that 
part of the story which appeals to gross sensu­ 
ality.

The formation of a temporary 
Cabinet will barely serve to tide over the 
crisis until the two Houses convene to 
elect a President. When that is attenqited 
we may look for the Monarchists to throw- 
all manner of obstacles in the way to the 
choosing of a strong man—in fact, no name 
has been proposed that will give assurance 
to the people of firmness, or ability to fill 
the position. Look at it as we may, the 
outlook for the French Republic is gloomy, 
and its friends have reason to be sad anti 
fearful. 
S ay s a Cleveland paper: “ There has 
been a marked improvement of business 
of all kinds in Chicago since the hanging 
of the Anarchists. The execution has de­ 
monstrated the competency of the law and 
the purpose of the authorities to maintain 
order, and general confidence has been re­ 
stored.” W hat then have the fearful souls 
to say who begged for the lives of the mur­ 
derers to be spared, because of the fear that 
if they were hanged Chicago would be laid 
in ashes, and her people in their graves? 


NEW RAILROADS. 
Col. C rocker Gives D efinite Inform ation 
Concerning Projected Lines. 
The Call publishes an interview with 
Col.C. F. Crocker concerning new railroad 
enterprises in which he savs about the new 
line to be built on the east side of the San 
Joaquin valley : “ It is to be incorporated 
under the name of the San Joaquin and 
Tulare Railroad, and will run from a point 
on our main line in the vicinity of Stock­ 
ton due east and then south back to the 
main line at Lerdo or 1’oso. The point of 
junction at either end of the line has not 
vet been fixed, and it is not necessary the 
road should start from Oakdale. The in­ 
corporation, however, will be made wide 
enough to cover a very large extent of 
country, opening up a most fertile section 
of the State.” 
In reference to the demands of Fresno 
that their town should be made a common 
point, Colonel Crocker stated that the com­ 
pany had sent down there a representative 
to obtain right of way. This gentleman 
attended the mass-meeting and had made 
known to the people the wish of the com­ 
pany to ebtain right of way in return for 
making Fresno a junction point in connec­ 
tion with the new ea3t-side line. The an­ 
swer was, however, that Fresno would 
grant nothing, would give no subsidy, 
would, in fact, retard the progress of the 
work unless the town was made a shipping 
point. 
“ A committee was appointed to wait on 
us, and when they come we will learn the 
nature of their demands. 
“ I am strongly opposed, however,” con­ 
tinued Mr. Crocker, “ to taking subsidies 
from the counties. We don’t want their 
money, and can build lines without their 
assistance, but I believe the Fresno people 
told our representative that if their demands 
were not granted, and if Fresno is not made 
a junction point, (bey would build a line 
themselves.” 
“ What other extensions does the com­ 
pany propose to build in the immediate 
future'.’” asked the reporter. 
“ We have decided to extend the San 
Joaquin and Sierra Nevada Railroad from 
its present terminus at Valley Springs into 
the Sierra foothills as far as tbe Calaveras 
Big Trees. There is a rich fruit country in 
this district, and the road will undoubtedly 
be a profitable feeder. We are also building 
a line into Lake county, and extending the 
line from Shingle Springs to Placerville.” 
“ Is a line to Eureka, Humboldt county, 
included in the list of extensions?” asked 
the reporter. 
“ I have no doubt,” Colonel Crocker re­ 
filled. “ that a railroad will be built into 
Humboldt county sooner or later, but as it 
will prove an expensive linetohuild it will 
have to stand over for some time, so far as 
we are concerned. The county is very- 
rough and precipitous. There are at least 
two ranges of mountains to cross, and 
moreover I don’t think the line could be 
conveniently operated in connection with 
any part of our present system. We have 
graded about twenty-four miles of the Wil­ 
lows and Mendocino road, that is to the 
foot of the Coast Ranges, but we have made 
no surveys further than that point, believ­ 
ing that there are other portions of the 
State more in need of immediate develop­ 
ment.” 
Regarding the Santa Barbara line Colonel 
Crocker stated that about fourteen miles of 
track had been laid north from Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
“ We will keep a small force of men at 
work theie who will gradually grade north 
to the Gaviota Pass. It is also our inten­ 
tion to put a force of men to work on the 
tunnel between Templeton and San Luis 
Obispo. How scon work will be started I 
cannot yet say.”

SOLDIERS» REUNION. 
The Celebration of the Tw entieth Anni­ 
versary of Sum ner Post. 
On Thursday evening, the members of 
Sumner Post, No. 3, G. A. It., celebrated 
the twentieth anniversary of their organiza­ 
tion. There were present a large number 
of the members of Warren and Fair Oaks 
Posts and Sumner and Fair Oaks Relief 
Coips, and also the Sons of Veterans. Post 
Commander L. W. Estes presided as mas­ 
ter^ of ceremonies, called the company to 
order, and in a few preliminary remarks 
said : -‘ We have assembled to-night to cele­ 
brate the twentieth anniversary of the 
organization of Snmner Post. 
Of the 
original fifteen charter members who met 
in this city twenty years ago to-night, 
there is but one now residing in Sacramento 
I refer to General T. W. Sheehan, who is 
unavoidably absent. Two or three others 
reside in San Francisco, the remainder, for 
ought we know, have gone to join their 
comrades who fell on a hundred battle 
fields in defense of our flag and our herit­ 
age.” 
Past Post Commander O. P. Dodge, who 
became a member shortly uftfr tbe organ­ 
ization of the Post, was called for, and gave 
a history of the many difficulties the Post 
had to contend with during the early days 
of its existence, lie said that it was not 
an uncommon occurrence on Post night for 
the few who had come to attend the meet­ 
ing to organize into a provost guard, and 
scour the city for recruits, so that a quorum 
might be had at the meeting. 
I H. A. Burnett, Past Senior Vice Depart­ 
ment Commander, was next introduced, 
and spoke of the great interest taken in 
Grand Ariny matters all over the country. 
He also referred to the effort • which were 
constantly being made in the early history 
of the Order by schemers, to use the Grand 
Arinv to advance their own political inter­ 
est, but that long since the Graud Army 
had thoroughly purged itself of that class, 
and to-day our noble order has but one 
central idea, and that idea is embodied in 
fraternity, loyalty and charity. 
Comrade C. E. Adams, a Past Post Com­ 
mander of Sumner Post, was next called 
upon to give his experience as a member. 
He said twenty years ago tbe Tost began 
its existence with a membership of fifteen 
old soldiers, and that for years it was next 
to impossible to get a corporal’s guard to­ 
gether to attend the meetings, but that 
since then times have changed, and to-day 
old Sumner Post, which was named in 
honor ot the man who saved California to 
the Union, has on her roll, in good stand­ 
ing, 100 members. In addition to that, he 
said, we have two other Posts in the city, 
always ready to aid in the good work of 
the Grand Army. 
Commander Estes next introduced George 
W. Ficks, of Fair Oaks Post, but formerly 
a member of Sumner Post. Comrade Ficks 
said : “I congratulated Sumner Post upon 
tbe successful manner in which she to­ 
night celebrates the twentieth anniversary 
o’ her organization. Comrades, the birth of 
your Post almost commences with the his­ 
tory of the Grand Army of the Republic as 
an organization. Only a few months pre 
vious to the signing of that charter Major 
Stevenson, of Springfield, 111., organized 
the first Grand Army Post in the United 
States, in the city of Decatur. Front that 
very moment the disbanded armies began 
again to enroll themselves, not as before— 
for the field of conflict—but for the pur­ 
pose that ties welded together on 
the field of battle, and the lessons taught 
there, might be perpetuated forever. To­ 
night our watcli-word is: Eternal vigi­ 
lance is the price of liberty. To-night 
nearly four hundred thousand Grand Army 
nisn are resting on their arms with this 
grand motto inscribed in imperishable 
characters upon their banners. \Vhen we 
look around us to-day and behold the 
prosperous condition of our order, it would 
seem as if none had fallen from our ranks 
during all these years ; but that is not so. 
Nearly all of our great leaders have al­ 
ready answered the last roll-call. At this 
moment the brave and gallant Logan, 
together with Meade, Hancock, Burn­ 
side, Custer, McClellan, Hooker, aud a 
host of others, are tenting on fame’s 
eternal camping ground. Comrades, you 
have seen these illustrious names all 
stricken from our roll. But there is yet 
another who must not be forgotten ; the 
man who commanded all these forces is 
not with us in person to-night. The man 
above all men who led the nation's forces 
to victory and glory and challenged the 
admiration of the world, has passed over 
the last Potomac. The principles of the 
Grand Army of the Republic will live for­ 
ever. When treason’s grave, dug by Lee s 
surrendered sword, shall liave been’forgot­ 
ten, your works will stand as an imperish­ 
able monument in the hearts of a people 
that knows no North, no South, no East, 
no West, but a guard established and 
united for the glory and common wellare 
of generations yet unborn.” 
During the evening Miss Needham, Miss 
Bell, Mrs. Seadier and Mr. Sanborn and 
others entertained the large audience with 
songs, recitations and instrumental selec­ 
tions. The ladies of Sumner Corps pro­ 
vided a tine banquet iu an upper room for 
the occasion. 
K rupp’s Biggest Gun and Its T ruck. 
The. great German manufacturer of 
steel, and of the most powerful artillerv, 
Herr Alfred Krupp, who died on July 
14th, had in hand, at Essen, for two years 
past, a gun constructed for the Italian 
navy which is the largest hitherto pro­ 
duced. This huge piece of ordnance was 
placed on a special railway wagon for con­ 
veyance to Antwerp, where it was put on 
board ship to he carried round into the 
Mediterranean, consigned to the Italian 
arsenal at Spczia. 
The railway truck, 
liuilt especially for this purpose, was 
seventy-live feet long, with thirtv-two 
wheels and sixteen axles, but its length 
could form bendings, at six points, to pass 
round curves on the line of rails; this car­ 
riage without its load weighed ninety-six 
tons. The gun, which weighs 118 ’tons, 
is forty-five feet long, and its internal 
caliber is nearly sixteen inches, rifled with 
ninety-two spiral turns. 
It throws a steel 
projectile weighing nearly one ton, with a 
charge of six hundredweights of brown 
prismatic powder, having an initial velo­ 
city of 614 yards in a second, and a range 
of nearly eight miles. The shot can pene­ 
trate a steel armor [date thirty-six inches 
thick immediately at the mouth of the 
gun, and a plate twenty-nine inches thick, 
it is estimated, at the distance of a mile or 
more. It is believed that no armor-plated 
ship in the world can endure the tire of 
such powerful guns. 
Krupp’s factory, 
however, is now engaged in making two of 
larger dimensions.—Hluitrated 
London

A Lively Meeting; of th e E xecutive C om ­ 
m ittee H eld L ast Evening. 
A n interesting m eeting of the Executive 
C om m ittee of the Im provem ent Association 
was held last evening. 
T he subject of the 
new m arket and the vote for a special tax 
upon condem nation of h alf of two blocks 
in Chinatow n, and filling of sam e for said 
purpose, was fully discussed, and the w ork 
and efforts in th at direction unanim ously 
and heartily approved. 
T he reports were 
th at the citizens generally, so far as heard 
from, indorsed the m ovem ent, and would 
vote for th e tax. 
Som e it was said—a few—had raised ob­ 
jection to the m easure of establishing the 
new m arket on account of the tax neces­ 
sary' to be imposed, hut even the few, it 
was thought, w ould w ithdraw all objection 
w hen it w as considered th at th e rate neces­ 
sary to raise the required sum would not 
exceed five cents on the one hundred dol­ 
lars, or the sm all sum of fifty cents on a 
house 
assessed at $1,000. 
T his 
sm all 
am o u n t could not be m ore profitably ex­ 
pended, for th e m arket will be of great 
value to the entire city, and at the sam e 
tim e one of the worst eye-sore portions of 
C hinatow n would be effectually elim inated. 
Dr. Sim m ons stated th at as a health pro­ 
position, the w orst effects of th e present 
C hinatow n nuisance would be eradicated 
by the conversion of the two half blocks 
selected into a m arket place for the city, 
and lie was satisfied the entire com m unity 
w ould weigh this fact, and vote nearly 
unanim ously for the im provem ent to be 
m ade. 
On m otion, a com m ittee, consisting of 
Judge W. H . B eatty, F ran k M iller and V. 
S. M cClatchy was appointed to draft an ad­ 
dress setting forth the facts concerning the 
proposed m arket, the desirability of its 
establishm ent, and about the tax for th at 
purpose. 
On m otion, it was ordered that a com ­ 
m ittee be appointed in each voting pre­ 
cinct to attend to the m atter of ballots and 
inform ing voters upon the true question 
upon th e day of election. 
T he following 
were appointed C hairm en in the several 
precincts and each empow ered to fill his 
com m ittee to ten or m ore : 
F irst precinct, 
polls to be held at T hird and J streets—E. 
It. H am ilton ; second precinct, T hird and 
K streets—J. M. W ilson ; th itd precinct, 
N inth and J streets—J. M. A very: fourth 
precinct, Tw elfth 
and I 
streets—L. L. 
Lewis ; fifth precinct, T enth and K streets 
—W . H . B eatty ; sixth precinct. Seven­ 
teenth and N streets—E. K . Aisip. 
E. S. P arker m ade a report of progress in 
the m atter of obtaining subscribers to the 
fund for perm anent exhibit. 
C. L. W hite 
and G. W . H ancock were added to the 
com m ittee, w ith power to select 
other 
m em bers. 
Colonel E. R. H am ilton m ade a report 
from the P erm anent E x h ib it Committee, 
concerning the plan for a building. 
H e 
said it had been concluded th at a circular 
structure w ould be the m ost available, and 
th at a building o f such class, 60 feet in 
diam eter, could be erected for $1,585, less 
the cost of painting. 
Mr. I’latt, from th e Special C om m ittee to 
obtain the site for the exhibition building, 
reported th at the com m ittee had visited the 
Directors oí the railroad com pany, anil 
that th e latter had prom ised to grant the 
use of the triangular piece of ground near 
the depot for a nom inal rent ol $1 per year, 
and w ould grade the plat, rem ove the 
present trees from it and erect a suitable 
fence around it. 
On m otion the offer of the railroad com ­ 
pany was accepted w ith th anks. 
O ther reports were m ade and am ended, 
and the m eeeting throughout was a lively 
and thoroughly business affair. 
It was in conclusion determ ined to hold 
a m eeting of th e Executive Com m ittee 
every T hursday evening for the present 
in order to push forw ard the w ork of the 
Association. 


G overnor W aterm an an d P ardons. 
In an interview regarding pardons w ith 
the G overnor’s Private Secretary, the latter 
in defining the Governor’s policy, 
sa id : 
" T h e G overnor intends to m ake an in ­ 
vestigation into this pardon scandal as 
thoiough as th e m eans at his disposal will 
allow . 
H e will get the bottom of it if he 
can. 
H is business in this city will not per­ 
m it him to enter upon the investigation for 
som e weeks. 
T he extrem e care w hich the 
G overnor displays in this consideration of 
the question of pardons is typical of his 
business m ethods generally. 
Governor 
Stonem an has brought considerable trouble 
upon him self by his habit of leaving blank 
pardons signed by him self about his office. 
No docum ent will ever be sigued by Gov­ 
ernor W aterm an to be used in his absence. 
H is signature w ill be affixed to papers only 
w hen they are being used, w hich is, of 
course, the only proper Way. 
The m ethod 
of issuing the pardon has also been radically 
changed. 
H e has instituted the pardoit 
day, and it w orks like a charm , giving the 
Executive a m onth in w hich to carefully 
exam ine the reasons for asking the pard m. 
T he next pardon day will be D ecem ber 
14th, but friends of prisoners, applving on 
th at occasion, will not know the result of ¡ 
th eir entreaties before the second W edues- i 
day in Jan u ary . The Governor has also j 
established the rule th at every pardon m ust * 
go directly to the W arden of the prison and 
be by hint delivered to the party in whose 
interest it was issued. 
No person seeking 
the pardon, w hether attorney or friend, 
will get possession of it. 
By such safe­ 
guards as these the Governor deem s th at 
he will rem ove every suspicion of favorit­ 
ism lroiti the conduct o f his office and m ake 
the securing of pardons no longer a m atter 
of dollars and cents.”

A reporter yesterday asked Governor 
W aterm an’s Private Secretary if there were 
any departm ents in particular whose m an­ 
agem ent the Governor disapproves, and lie 
replied : 
" Yt s. T here is the State Library, 
wuich appears to have been run w ithout 
the slightest responsibility to the A dm inis­ 
tration or the people at large. T he Govet nor 
w ill m eet th “ Trustees of the Library som e­ 
tim e to-m orrow in executive setsion, and 
strive to the beet of his ability to effect a 
change in th e m anagem ent of the institu­ 
tion. 
if it can be done the Librarian, T. 
H . W allis, will be removed, but it is feared 
tbat the law m ay prevent this desired 
change, as the unanim ous vote of the T rus­ 
tees m ust be secured before his place can be 
declared vacant. 
D uring the past tw enty- 
one m onths a great sum of raonev lias been 
expended, presum ably to enhance the use­ 
fulness of the library, hut the G overnor has 
been unable to discover w hither the m oney 
went. 
F or instance, there is an item in the 
shape of an appropriation of $8,000 for 
cataloging th e library. 
Of course it is 
easily recognized that if the library had 
been cared for as it should have been no 
such appropriation w ould be necessary. 
T he work has been proceeding in a desul­ 
tory m anner under W allis’ direction, and 
at his rate of progress it w ill require years, 
and it ntav be 100,000, to com plete the 
work. T he G overnor has secured a thor­ 
ough, reliable m an, who will contract to 
m ake a com plete catalogue in four m onths 
for $2.500.”

It is well know n th at there is a very 
form idable list of nam es upon th e Great 
Register of this city and county tbat should 
long ago have been cancelled. 
Probably 
the num ber reaches one thousand or more. 
T he Register has not been cancelled and a 
new one m ade for m any years, and the 
present one has become so faulty as to 
render it an easy source for corrupt prac­ 
tices at elections, and instead of protecting 
the rights of the people operates as an aid 
to defeat the popular will. 
U nder Section 
1094 of the Political Code it requires over 
six m onths next preceding a general elec­ 
tion to m ake a new Great Register, and as 
an im portant election is to take place next 
year, steps should be taken im m ediately 
bv th e Supervisors to cancel th e present 
volu i e, and order a n e w one m ade in its 
place.

have so long rem ained hidden, nestled in 
between vine-clad hills, w ill be open to the 
inspection of tourists, and in a few years 
she will rank am ong the best health-resorts, 
and as a place of residence will have no 
superior. 
In A lam eda county there has 
been for m any years an organization know n 
as the E l D orado Society, prom inentam ong 
the m em bership of which are leading pub­ 
lic officials and m en of note, w ho passed 
the first few years they were in the State in 
HI Dorado county. 
T his society, nu m b er­ 
ing a m em bership of over 1,000, has already

Laying of a C orner-Stone. 
T hanksgiving at Biggs was observed by 
the entire com m unity in a way th at will 
long be rem em bered.

A scen t o f K llim ap jaro. 
The highest mountnin in Africa lias at 
at last been conquered. 
Dr. A. Meyer, of 
Leipsic, succeeded in reaching the summit 
of the Kibo peak in August last. 
K ili­ 
manjaro was discovered- by the missionary 
Ilebmann, in 1848, and in the following 
year his «xilleague, Krapf, discovered its 
snow-covered companion, Kenia. 
In 1862 
Van der Deeken attempted to ascend K ili­ 
manjaro, hut succeeded only in reaching a 
hight of 14,000 feet. 
In 1871 the Kev. 
Charles New ascended as far as the snow­ 
line, and in 1884 II. H. Johnston reached 
a hight of 16,000 feet. 
Dr. Meyer took 
six days to reach the summit of the crater 
Kiho. 
On the first day he reached the 
forest lim it; 011 the second Johnston’s 
camp; on the third, passing over exten­ 
sive grass meadows, he attained the snow 
line; and here, as usual, his native com­ 
panions deserted him. 
On the fourth day, 
through broken-up blocks of lava, Dr. 
Meyer reached the foot of the crater, and 
the edge of the crater itself on the fifth 
day. This he found to he thickly glaciated, 
as also the region which lies between Kibo 
and its lower companion summit, Kima- 
wezi. 
The sixth day Dr. Meyer spent iu 
taking photographs and making collections 
around Kibo, and he also spent several 
days lower down at the snow lim it for a 
similar purpose. 
lie estimates the hight 
of the Kibo summit at close on to 20,000 
feet, considerably higher than the esti­ 
mate- of Mr. Johnston. 
Dr. Meyer’s «le- 
tailed narrative of his journey will be 
looked fur with interest.— London Stand­ 
ard.

NOTES OF SCIENCE. 


The German artist, Gabriel Max, has 
just completed a painting called “ The 
Lord’s Prayer,” which is said to be one of 
his most original creations. 
During 
some recent 
excavations in 
Rome a winged Diana, forming part of an 
ancient marble frieze, was 
lirought to 
light. 
The goddess appears in hunting 
attire,wearing a short chilton and ehlamys. 
It closely resembles the well-known Diana 
at Versailles in the elasticity of its pose. 
Glass, pulverized by being heated red 
hot and thrown into water, and afterwards 
more finely ground in a mortar, is largely 
taking the place of sand in the manufac­ 
ture of sandpaper. 
The powder is sepa­ 
rated into grades by the use of sieves of 
different sized meshes, and then fastened 
to strong paper or muslin by means of 
glue. 
Ellis Lever, an Englishman, has re­ 
newed his offer, made some time ago, of 
$2,500 for a jierfectly safe, practical and 
efficient means of blasting in mines with­ 
out gunpowder. 
This amount lie has 
offered to place in the hands of the Knglish 
Home Secretary, on the condition that the 
Government will undertake the necessary 
tests and make the awards. 
He also offers 
the same sum, under like conditions, for a 
perfectly safe system of electric lighting 
in mines, to supersede the so-called safety 
lamps. 
Seth Green, the well-known fishcultur- 
ist, contributes an article to the American 
Agriculturist on the various sorts of mal­ 
formation olistrved in newly-hatched fish, 
in which he gives this interesting item: 
“ Albinism is not unfreqnent. 
The fish 
are perfect albinoes in every respect, even 
to the pink eyes. These we have raised, 
and they are really beautiful little creat­ 
ures, and when placed in a glass jar every 
hone and fiber in their nearly transparent 
bodies, tins and tails can be plainly dis­ 
cerned.” 
At a recent meeting of the British En­ 
tomological Society a number of pupuria 
of the Hessian fly (Cecidomyia destructor) 
were exiiibited. 
They had been found in 
various places in Cambridgeshire, Norfolk, 
Suffolk and Wiltshire. 
In the discussion 
that followed it was the general opinion 
that the ilv was of recent introduction in 
England. 
According to one speaker, the 
commonly received idea that the insect 
was introduced into America by the Hes­ 
sian troops in 1777 is incorrect, ¡is its ex­ 
istence at that date was unknown in Hesse. 


W o n d ers o f th e Sea. 
The sea occupies tliree-fifths of the earth. 
At the depth of about 3,500 feet waves are 
net felt. 
The temperature is the same, 
varying only a trifle from the ice of the 
pole to the burning sun of the equator. 
A 
mile down the water has a pressure of over 
a ton to the square inch. 
If a box six feet 
deep were filled with sea water and al­ 
lowed to evaporate under the sun, there 
would he two inches of salt left on the bot­ 
tom. Taking the average depth of the 
ocean tc be three miles, there would be a 
layer of pure salt 230 feet thick on the lied 
of the Atlantic. The water is colder at 
the bottom than at the surface. 
In the 
many bays on the coast of Norway, the 
water often freezes at the bottom liefore it 
does above. 
Waves are very deceptive. 
To look at 
them in a storm, one would think the 
water traveled. 
The water stays in the 
same place, hut the motion goes on. Some­ 
times in storms these waves are forty feet 
high, and travel fifty miles an hour, more 
than twice as fast as the swiftest steamer. 
The distance from valley to valley is 
generally fifteen times the bight; lienee a 
wave five feet high will extend over sev­ 
enty-five feet of water. 
The force of the 
sea dashing on Bell Rock is said to bo 
seventeen tons to the square yard. Evapo­ 
ration is a wonderful power in drawing the 
water from the sea. 
Every year a layer of 
the entire sea fourteen feet deep is taken 
up into the clouds. The winds bear their 
burden into the land, and the water comes 
down in rain upon the fields to How back 
at last through rivers. 
The depth of the 
sea presents an interesting problem. If the 
Atlantic were lowered 6,404 feet, the dis­ 
tance from shore to shore would be half as 
great, or 1,500 miles. 
If lowered a little 
more than three miles, say 18,680 feet, 
there would lie a road of dry land from 
Newfoundland to Ireland. This is the plain 
on which the great Atlantic cables were 
laid. 
The Mediterranean is quite shallow. 
A 
drying up of 660 feet would leave three 
different seas, and Africa would lie joined 
with Italy. The British Channel is more 
like a pond, which accounts for its choppy 
waves. 
It has been found difficult to get 
correct soundings of the Atlantic. A mid­ 
shipman of the navy overcame the diffi­ 
culty, and a shot weighing thirty pounds 
carries down the line. 
A hole is bored 
through the sinker, through which a rod 
of iron is passed, moving easily back and 
forth. 
In the end of the bar a cup is dug 
out, and the inside coated with lard. 
The 
bar is made fast to the line, and a sling 
holds the shot on. 
When the liar, which 
extends below the hall, touches the earth, 
the sling unhooks and the shot slides off. 
The lard in the end of the liar holds some 
of the sand, or whatever may he on the 
bottom and a drop shuts over the cup to 
keep the water from washing the sand out. 
When the ground is reached, a shock is 
felt as if an electric current had passed 
through the line.—Xev: Moon. 


B e n B u t l e r o n I a ica l O p t io n .—Gen­ 
eral Benjamin Butler, in a letter to the 
Democracy of Massachusetts, says that he 
has nothing to say either for or against 
prohibition, but Is strongly opposed to 
what he calls “the dodge of local option.” 
He argues that “if each town had a Chi­ 
nese wall around it 100 feet high, over 
which no one of its inhabitants ever passed 
to interfere with the people in the adjoin­ 
ing town, then it might be well enough to 
let that town settle the question of drink­ 
ing spiritous liquors for itself, as it alone 
is interested.” 
But since “we are all knit 
together in one combination of interests 
* 
* * 
the youth from the city in which 
prohibition is enforced will lie enticed into 
the towns where liquor is sold, and there 
brought to their ruin.” 


D o d g in g 
P r o h ib it io n . — The 
news 
comes from Atlanta that the wine-rooms of 
that city are now selling wine to lie drunk 
on the premises. 
They take the position 
that they can sell a bottle of wine, allow 
the purchaser to take a drink out o f it, 
have the bottle set back on the shelf, and, 
when he wants another, come in and call 
for his bottle. 
This is the result of a de­ 
cision just rendered by the State Supreme 
Court, which declares that the statute 
enacted last year prohibits only sales at 
retail for consumption at the place of sale, 
and that there is no “ retailing ” unless the 
wine is sold in quantities less than a quart. 
This loophole was a very small one, but 
will probably prove sufficiently elastic for 
“ all practical purposes.”—Exchange.

it all himself, occupying several days, and 
making a trip about every ten minutes. 
Insects also go into winter quarters by 
or before this tim e; the bumble-bee, hor­ 
net and wasp. 
But here only royalty es­ 
capes; the queen-mother alone foresees the 
night of winter coming and the morning 
of spring beyond. 
The rest of the tribe 
try gypsying for a while, hut perish in the 
first frosts. 
The present October I sur­ 
prised the queen of the yellow-jaekets in 
the woods looking out a suitable retreat. 
The ro val dame was house-hunting, and on 
being disturbed by my inquisitive poking 
among the leaves, she got up and flew 
away witli a slow, deep hum. 
Her body 
was unusually distended, whether with 
fat or eggs I am unable to say. 
In Sep­ 
tember I took down the nest of the black 
hornet and found several large queens in it, 
but the workers had all gone. 
The queens 
were evidently weathering the first frosts 
and storms here, and waiting for the Indi­ 
an summer to go forth and seek a perma­ 
nent winter abode. 
If the covers could be 
taken off the fields and woods at this 
season, how many interesting facts of natu­ 
ral history would he revealed ! 
The crick­ 
ets, ants, bees, reptiles, animals, and for 
aught 1 know, the spiders and flies, asleep 
or getting ready to sleep in their winter 
dormitories; the fires of life banked up 
and burning iust enough to keep the spark 
over until spring.— From “ Winter Sun­ 
shine,’’ by John Burroughs. 


BIRD S T H A T K N O W SO M ETH IN G . 


An exhibition of educated parrots re­ 
cently held in Paris showed very clearly to 
what a high state of perfection these birds 
are capable of being trained. 
Their stage 
was a long table, at one end of which were 
perches, on which were grouped half a 
dozen parrots. 
Four of these were cocka­ 
toos—white, with yellow crests; the other 
two were gray parrots, with the neck and 
under parts rose color. 
Among the tricks which they perform at 
the Lidding of their owner, M. Abdv, are 
the following: 
Two fixed bars on upright 
supports are placed on the table; a parrot 
climbs upon one of them, turns a somer­ 
sault, keeps his head downward, and, pass­ 
ing on to the second bar, goes through the 
same exercises. 
Their owner then calls 
Tom, a small white parrot, who coaies 
toward him as if about to climb on one of 
the liars, but runs back again, holding 
down his head and shaking his wings in a 
grotesque way. 
Tom is evidently the 
buffoon of the troupe. 
A hell is then 
brought, with a handle which forms a 
lever; a parrot advances, and, putting one 
foot on the lever, rings the bell. 
The 
trainer asks the audience what number of 
rings they wish for; some one exclaims, 
"Seven!” and the parrot rings the hell 
seven times. 
The bird is then asked how much does 
three times three make, and it replies by 
ringing the bell nine times. 
A perch is 
then placed on the table in the form of a 
see-saw, at each end of which a gray parrot 
jierches, and in the center, just aliove the 
[livot, jumps a magnificent white parrot 
named Charley, the principal one in the 
troupe. 
The parrot throwing the weight 
of his body successively to right and left 
of the pivot, locks the see-saw rapidly. To 
see the animation of this bird during the 
performance one would suppose that he 
took a real pleasure in rocking his com­ 
panions. 
The same bird then goes through another 
exercise. 
Four flagstaffs are set up on the 
table, and at the foot ol each is a flag at­ 
tached to a cord which passes over a pul­ 
ley at the top. 
The flags are English, 
French, Belgian and American. 
One of 
the audience asks for the French flag. 
Charley 
advances, 
draws himself 
up. 
erecting his bright yellow 
crest, 
and 
spreading his wings, suddenly seizes the 
line with his beak and then, alternately 
with beak and foot, hauls up the flag as a 
sailor would, hand over hand, until it is 
fast at the top. 
He then goes through the 
same performance with the other flags in 
succession. 
.Several letters of the alphabet are placed 
upright on the table, and Charley is again 
brought forward, pluming himself as be­ 
fore. 
A spectator calls for a letter. 
Char­ 
ley hesitates, inclines his head on one side, 
apjiears to reflect, then suddenly advances 
and picks up the letter named, repeating 
the performance with other letters when 
called for. Suddenly little Tom jumps off 
his [icrch, runs up, seizes the remaining 
letters one after another, and pitches them 
away on the floor. 
Another parrot then 
appears, and at the word of command 
throws several somersaults on the table. 
Two others follow, and waltz slowly round 
while the music plays. 
()f all parrots, M. Abdy considers the 
white cockatoos the most gifted in regard 
to agility and capability for learning tricks 
—being, in fact, acrobats by nature. 
They 
are very slow in learning to talk, but they 
are easily tamed, and understand and do 
what they are told.— La Nature.

BACON OR SHAKESPEARE—DON* 
NELLY’S “ CRYPTOGRAM.” 


H olid ay

“ The Great Cryptogram," or Hoik Igna­ 
tius Donnelly’s solution of the question, 
“ Did Shakespeare write the plays attrib­ 
uted to him?" is at hand from the pub­ 
lishers, It. S. Peale & Co., Chicago, New 
York and London. It is a large and hand­ 
some volume and does iniinite credit to the 
taste of the publishers. The work is di­ 
vided into two distinct parts, in which, to 
his own satisfaction at least, Mr. Donnelly 
has proved Sir Frands Bac-tn wrote the 
plays credited to W illiam Shakespeare. 
The first of these parts is entitled “ The 
Argument,’’the second “ The Demonstra­ 
tion.” The method of the presentation is 
novel, but Mr. Donnelly needs no apology 
for the style. It is orderly and logical, so 
far as that is concerned. The diction is not 
that of tine style, indeed there was no de­ 
mand for it, and little room for “ line writ­ 
ing." It is more in the nature of a brief 
and argument. But Mr. Donnelly has in­ 
vested it with profound interest, and his 
direct, well-chosen and forcible sentences 
have a strong attraction for the reader. 
.Since we have heretofore expressed disbe­ 
lief in Mr. Donnelly’s conclusion and 
doubted the logic of his 
" proofs" 
we 
feel 
that 
it 
is due to him 
to *:ate his side of the case. 
Yet 
within the ordinary limits of a book re­ 
view in a newspaper this cannot be satis­ 
factorily done. No recent modem work 
exhibits evidence of more painstaking and 
mathematical labor and patient application 
than this. Donnelly must be a man of re­ 
markably persevering disposition, while 
his reading upon the subject in hand has 
unquestionably been exhaustive and ana­ 
lytical. His work will command the widest 
attention, and will probably reach an alti­ 
tude in great book sales paralleled by nut 
few. For there is that mystery and ro­ 
mance surrounding the question lie debates 
that appetizes the curiosity and whets the 
desire to learn of all that is possible to be 
evolved from a progressive and rational 
cipher, such as Mr. Donnelly claims to 
have discovered in the famous folio edition 
of 1623. lie asserts that he searched the 
common editions in vain for the true sev 
eral keys that unlock the mystery and dis­ 
close Bacon to have been the author of the 
plays. Some glimpses of what he believes 
to be the truth, he did indeed get, but not 
until he opened the great folio was the 
cipher Bacon employed made clear to him 
in the " Argument" Mr. Donnelly clearly, 
logically and with a vigor and directness 
that challenges admiration, lays down the 
claims made for Bacon, and marshals the 
evidence by which the claim is fortified. 
In part second the attention is kept upon 
the cipher and the exterior proofs that 
justify him. We can readily comprehend 
the magnitude of the work he must have 
done in working out this cipher. It de­ 
serves to rank with the most laborious ef­ 
forts of authorship in modern times. “ The 
Argument ” is ill three parts. In the first 
it states the reasons for believing Shakes­ 
peare did not write the plays. These are 
the well-known doubts ; but in the second 
part the reasons are set forth why it is justi­ 
fiable to believe that Bacon wrote the plays. 
The third part is a bringing together of the 
stronger points of the other two, with illus­ 
trations of Bacon’s admitted works in com­ 
parison with lines taken from the plays, 
which bear a striking resemblance to 
Shakespeare's text and go far to establish 
identities of style. Mr. Donnelly contends 
that the author of the plays was a lawyer, 
a poet and a philosopher, and it is "not 
to be denied that his proofs are very 
strong upon these points. Not the least 
weighty are those that reveal the profound 
knowledge possessed by the playwright of 
religions. Shakespeare was not", he holds, 
according to all possible proof to be ob­ 
tained concerning him. a poet, a philoso­ 
pher, a lawyer, or practiced in theological 
research. He certainly shows that he was 
not a profound scholar, but it might be re­ 
plied tbat such proof does not establish the 
negative to the claim of mavelous genius 
for Shakespeare. However, it is not the 
purpose here to debate with Mr. Donnelly, 
but only to indicate to our readers what is 
the character of the work, and what the 
method of treatment employed. Thus, he 
proceeds to show that whoever wrote the 
plays must have been well versed in the 
classics, and a great reader of the classical 
authors, as well as one familiar with the 
languages of Europe. In ail these respects 
Shakespeare he finds wanting, while no 
other man of his era so completely fills the 
requirements of poet, lawyer, philosopher, 
politieial, linguist, classicist and theologi­ 
cal student as Fianeis Bacon. Very con­ 
siderable space is given to proofs of the 
inadequacy of Shakespeare's education, 
his crude style of speech and composi­ 
tion, and the difficulty with which he 
wrote even so much as his name. 
His character is not spared either.and he is 
presented in so unfavorable a light as to 
lead Mr. Donnelly to conclude that a man 
so poor in morals could not have conceived 
or given voice to such lofty sentiments as 
illumine the plays, or the profound philos­ 
ophy that _ makes them the wonder of the 
world. We pass the inquiries into probable 
sources from which Shakespeare could 
have acquired knowledge, and the more 
interesting review of the mvsterv of the 
loss of the manuscript of the 'plays, which 
is complete that not a line of them lias ever 
been found, and no more of the penman­ 
ship of Shakespeare discovered than five 
rude signatures, so coarse 8nd illegible as 
to suggest the thought that Shakespeare 
couid not write at all. In the second part 
of “ the argument” Mr. Donnelly cites the 
proofs that Bacon wrote the plays. It is 
scarcely necessary to more than name a 
few of these, as they must be familiar to 
the reader. First, Bacon possessed all the 
scholarly qualifications and learning essen­ 
tial to such authorship ; he was the most 
brilliant genius of his lime ; the profound- 
est and most original thinker, a philoso­ 
pher and a poet, a politician and a lawyer. 
The home of Bacon is often men­ 
tioned in the plays, that of Shakes­ 
peare 
not 
once, 
The 
geographic 
information disclosed by ibe plays corre­ 
sponds with Bacon’s hovels and" studies 
but there is no record of Shakespeare hav ­ 
ing more than a knowledge of the localities 
immediately related to awervsmall district 
Bacon was a man high strung, of aristo­ 
cratic tastes and associations, and in the 
plays it is reflected that the author was 
familiar with men and women of that 
order, whereas Shakespeare had no associa­ 
tions or tasies of that kind, and his com­ 
panions were, as a rule, of low degree and 
breeding. \\ lioever wrote, the plays was of 
the same political school to which Bacon 
belonged, and entertained.the same preju­ 
dices. Moreover, he was a Protestant or a 
free thinker, wiiile Shakespeare died a 
Uornau Catholic. Mr. Donnelly follows 
up these positive proofs that ike plavs were 
in harmony with the aims o’ Bacon dur­ 
ing the major portion of rhis life He 
had a reacon for conoealiiig his au­ 
thorship, 
in 
the 
fear 
that 
the 
free criticism of the dramas would 
lniperil his social and his political ambi­ 
tion, but as the plays brought ir. a revenue 
be wrote for pecuniary gain, and-they were 
produced in that period of bis life when 
necessities were greatest and his -means at 
their lowest ebfc. “ The argum ent" closes 
with examples of parallelism, identity of 
expressions, ideas and whole passages, er­ 
rors and style ki the comparison-af the 
acknowledged writings of Baeon. “ The 
demonstration ” is devoted to the elucida­ 
tion of Mr. Donneily's claim of discovery of 
a cipher in the plays that disclose Baceá as 
their author. Certainly Bacon was given 
to research in cryptography; he constructed 
ami borrowed ciphers, and wrote unr’er 
concealments as a pastime and tor wxxtiSe 
rinno°T' .,Thf Ina,^ « in which Mr.

indeed, susceptible of not briefer satisfac­ 
tory presentation that Mr. Donnelly makes. 
It may in brief be stated, however that ri 
results frctn the discovery of the regular 
recurrence of certain words, at fixed fo e " 
vals determined by certain and unvarying 
arithmetical calculations, which direlo«e 
upon

results. These words and phrases all 
name Bacon, or his birthplace or resi­ 
dence. But it was only by use of the 
folio edition of 1023. which the printers 
declared they set from the original manu­ 
script, that Donnelly was enabled to work 
the solution of the cipher. In response to 
the oojecuon that as words are limited in 
number any desired result can be obtained 
by repeated words found in a certain order 
m gay book of considerable size, Mr. Doc- 
iielly says that.this is true if no respect is 
utl?jan-T k'ud °* arithmetical rules, 
lie holds that the disclosure of a rpgular 
rhetoneel. grammatical, reasonable sen­ 
tence. occurring at stated and anvarving 
intervals, proves conclusively that «orné in­ 
dividual prearranged it.

a grammatical manner, and always grow­ 
ing out of the same numbers, employed iu 
the same way, and running from the 
same or similar starting points, cannot 
be otherwise than a prearranged arithmet­ 
ical cipher. The lolio edition disclosed to 
him ta-riain peculiarities in the use of ital­ 
ics, brncketed words, etc., that there was a 
fixtd purpose in this use of the types, and 
that he reasons out was to mark the cipher 
or concealed writing. As there have been 
many mysteries in literature, and as 
Sir Francis Baeon delighted in cryto- 
gramv, and the authorship of the plays 
accredited to Shakespeare has never been 
a closed question, Mr. Donnelly’s work be­ 
comes one of peculiar and even of roman­ 
tic interest. One of the most curious of 
the claiuisof Donnelly is that the cipher he 
has discovered recites in part the secret his­ 
tory of the life of Queen Elizabeth 
in plays that

Narrative” of tiie cipher, which concludes 
the second part of the " Demonstration," is 
a very strange and attractive tale, embraced 
in twenty-five chapters.

one is not used lor each play. He is pos­ 
itive tbat a cipher of some kind is con­ 
cealed in every ple.v, and in the sonnets. 
Professor Davidson says: 
Here is a portion of cliap. ix., containing the 
story ol the Queen’s treatment of Ihiyward, tiie 
writer of the Treasonable History of Henry IV.: 
“ Her Grate was in a tearful passion, and 
rising up, struck your i>oor friend with 
the steel end of her big heavy crutch. 
The ]>oor wretch took to his heels: but the 
ill-tempered ol 1 jade followed him, striking him 
again und again on the head and sides of his 
body. His health was not good, his limbs 
were weakened with a fever he had had. His 
joints gave way under him. and he 
fell to the earth. She doth bestride 
him and takes him by the beard, and bending 
dow n, beats him till the stick breaks.” Such is 
the pleasant picture which the cipher narrative 
gives of Elizabeth. Oilier parts 01 the narrative 
are equally graphic. Hie chief actors in it are 
Bacon, Shakespeare, Robert Cecil and Harry 
Percy. The low, degraded character of Shakes­ 
peare comes out in all its details. When Cecil 
communicates to the Queen his 
suspi­ 
cious regarding the authorship of the plays, and 
lhe Queen, refusing to believe him, ord.rs 
Shakespeare’s arrest. Bacon sends the faithful 
Harry Percy to Stratford to warn Shakespeare 
to nee the country. This gives an ooportunity 
to desenlie Shakespeare, his house, his familv 
and his surroundings. Even the supper is de­ 
scribed. and is by no means appetizing—dried 
eakes. moldy and ancient; roust mutton pretty 
high and perfuming the room; hitter beer, etc 
No wonder that Percy felt sick. The result 
oí the visit was that Shakespeare was 
induced to llee toe country. Such is the 
barest outline oi an extensive narrative which 
Xlr. Donueily lias worked out,but which he con­ 
ceives to he out the earnest of a much longer one. 
It is certainly startling in the highest degree 
and Mr. Donnelly cannot expect to have it ac­ 
cepted without a struggle. There is some con­ 
solation iu thinking that, if he should fail to 
convince people of the historical truth of his 
narrative, he can easily turn it into an historical 
novel, w hich, I venture to predict, will enjoy 
a wide popularity.

Mr. Lea will be re­ 
membered as the author of “ An Historical 
Sketch of Sacerdotal Celibacy,” "Studies 
in Church History,” and "Superstition 
and Force.” No comprehensive history 
of the Inquisition, based on the re­ 
sults of modern scholarship, has yet been 
attempted. 
Llorentes work covers only 
the Spanish Inquisition of modern times, 
and the same is true of the book of Mel­ 
gares Marin. Tambttrini’s four volumes in 
Italian are unsymmetrical and unsatisfy­ 
ing, and Hoffman's are little better. Koil- 
crigo apologized for the Inquisition, and 
Buie looked upon the tribunal from a pre­ 
judiced standpoint. No writer on the In­ 
quisition hitherto has had the patience or 
tne courage to investigate the social, the 
spiritual, and the intellectual condition of 
ntediieval Europe, out of which arose, as a 
necessary development of the forces at 
work, that institution which for so many 
centuries sought, with more or less suc­ 
cess. to letter the human inind. No one is 
fitted for the execution of such a task who 
is not tolerant to the point ol tolerating in­ 
tolerance. The author of this valuable 
book has proceeded from a judicial stand­ 
point, and in a tolerant and whoily impar­ 
tial spirit. His previous writings have 
made hint known" as an earnest siudent of 
mediteval institutions, and have lilted him 
for the present undertaking. For fifteen 
years he "has been collecting material for it, 
which has grown enormously through the 
researches ol scholars, and which has not 
hitherto been utilized for such purpose. 
He has had correspondents at work in all 
the libraries and archives where imprinted 
records are to be found, and he has thus 
obtained a large nruoitnt of new matter, 
much of which throws valuable light on 
many hitherto obscure points. He has de­ 
voted special attention to the peculiar legal 
processes devised and introduced by the In­ 
quisition, and in these has found an explan­ 
ation of much that has hitherto been blind 
and unsatisfactorily explained. The work 
will command the attention of all scholars 
and theologians, and we believe will com­ 
mand their respect and confidence. Tbe 
passage half-way through volume 1 leads 
us to that conclusion and to anticipate its 
confirmation when we come to the latter 
pages.

It is not difficult to understand this, iso­ 
lated and alone in a vast world of air and 
water, surrounded by strange sights and 
mysterious powers, of which even science 
gives hut imperfect knowledge, their minds 
and imaginations are worked upon by a 
constant succession of miracles, engender­ 
ing awe or exciting terror, with vague 
ideas of things strongly suggested although 
quite unknown- Ancient authors, writing 
of times when navigation was in its in­ 
fancy and even- great power in nature was 
individualized as a kind of deified man, 
are full of wonders and mysteries, and peo­ 
ple the world ©f air and water with all 
kinds of Imaginary beings and monster*, 
good or eviL 
fsttnshine indicated the glorified pres­ 
ence of Apollo, darkness wits the attribute 
oi angry and vengeful demons, and as they 
were hopeful and gay, full of courage and 
daring in the one, In the other vague ter­ 
rors haunted them, giving horrible signifi­ 
cance to the most harmless indications of 
changeful weather. The ghostly Dutcii- 
usan s phantom ship, or denme frigate, 
foretold storm and darkness; lightning 
playing upon the mast, spars and cordage 
gar-e signs of danger or safety, recording to 
ithe .forms it assumed; •whistling weuld, it 
was believed, excite the anger of storm 
demons; and among French sailers it

things -‘those which the sailor regarded 
with most terror ; and it is not manv years 
since that an account was published off 
some sailors who refused to serve on board1 
a British man-of-war because, as thev said, 
there was a ghost aboard. When pressed 
to give a rearan for their belief they said 
they smelled him ! One night, however, 
in a state of genuine terror, thev said they 
had not only smelled but seen the ghost— 
aye, and heard it, too, behiud some beer 
uarrels; and they would rather swim than 
remain aboard. The Captain, however, 
ordered them to be put in irons until thev 
were well out at sea and then flogged. 
After that he heard aothing more of the 
ghost. 
Ship» thus haunted were not onlv 
doomed to jierish, in the belief of sailors, 
but their very presence brought danger to 
all who looked upon them. The decayed 
hulks of vessels reputed to be haunted 
would drive the fisher folk on some of the 
Scotch and Irish coasts from tbe most 
promising Lays, and ;io one would venture 
even to bathe near them,- such wild, unrea­ 
sonable terror did thev provoke.—Lvndm 
Tdepraph.
